Her  scholastic 
preparation  for  life  was  interrupted  by  the  death  of  her  mother.  In  1879 
she  married  William  Heagle  of  Johnstown.  In  1897  she  married  Walter 
Scott  Terry  who  passed  away  in  1931.  She  has  lived  nearly  all  her  life 
upon  the  Briggs  Homestead,  midway  between  the  cities  of  Johnstowm 
and  Gloversville,  where  she  now  resides.  She  is  a  member  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Gloversville.  She  has  been  Superintendent  of  Sunday 
Schools  and  a  teacher  in  them  and  has  been  especially  interested  in  the 
development  of  Christian  truth  and  in  the  civic  affairs  of  the  city  of 
Johnstown.  The  121st  Psalm  has  been  her  comfort  and  inspiration  in 
life. 

Mrs.  Terry,  with  this  splendid  gift,  memoralizes  her  mother,  Almira 
Dillenback  Briggs,  whose  loving  memory  she  carries  very  vividly  in 
her  heart  today.

Foreword 


This  is  a  story  of  two  continents.  Mountains,  hills,  valleys,  lakes,  riv¬ 
ers,  and  the  broad  Atlantic  separate  the  two  stages  upon  which  this  dra¬ 
ma  of  a  Family  is  played.  Long  journeys  then,  now  a  matter  of  only  a 
few  days,  connected  the  two  continents  traversed  by  the  seekers  after  new 

homes  in  the  land. 

This  is  a  story  of  courage  and  daring  and  fortitude  and  determination 
like  unto  nothing  we,  of  this  day  and  age,  feel  moved  to  endure.  They 
left  the  home  of  their  fathers,  which  was,  however  much  a  home  of  per 
secution  and  oppression,  nevertheless  a  home  of  familiar  scenes,  to  seek  a 
new  homes  in  the  midst  of  a  wilderness  and  unknown  dangers. 

This  is  a  story  of  three  centuries — the  eighteenth  century  (they  came 
in  1710),  the  nineteenth  in  which  they  continued  and  others  came  and 
this  the  twentieth  century  giving  us  who  are  living  the  joyful  and  proud 
task  of  setting  down  in  record  form  the  lives  and  deeds  of  the  Family. 

This  is  a  story  of  a  nation.  For  the  three  centuries  in  which  the  Family 
has  lived  in  America,  have  witnessed  the  growth  and  development  of 
thirteen  small,  jealous,  and  quarrelsome  colonies  into  a  world  power. 
To  this  progress  the  Family  has  contributed  no  mean  share.  In  every 
crisis  of  war — the  Queen  Anne’s  war  which  ended  in  1713,  the  French 
and  Indian  War  which  ended  in  1763,  the  War  of  Independence  which 
ended  in  1783,  the  War  of  1812,  the  Civil  War,  the  War  with  Spain, 
and  in  the  World  War — in  every  war,  the  Family  has  offered  itself 
without  stint,  paying  in  many  instances  with  fullest  measure  of  life  and 
sacrifices.  In  the  time  of  peace,  in  politics,  in  the  professions,  in  the  field 
of  art  and  letters,  in  the  quieter  pursuits  of  life,  wherever  and  when¬ 
ever  life  has  called,  the  Family  has  answered  ’Present”  to  every  roll  call. 

The  preparation  of  this  volume  has  been  both  a  pleasure  and  a  task. 
Daniel  Dockstader  (1189)  began  the  work  shortly  after  the  first  reunion 
and  the  organization  of  the  Family  Association  in  1911 — two  hundred 
years  after  the  first  Dallenbach  arrived  in  America.  After  Daniel’s  death, 
Mrs.  Ada  McMillan  (1569)  became  the  Family  Historian.  Then  the 
writer  (1889)  and  editor  of  this  volume  was  made  Historian.  Mrs.  Mc¬ 
Millan  and  Mrs.  H.  Jennie  Becker  (1511)  serving  as  assistants. 
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We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  debt  to  those  named  above  and  to  many 
others  who  willingly  helped  in  various  ways.  Special  mention  must  be 
made  of  the  work  and  financial  assistance  of  the  Publication  Committee; 
of  the  splendid  gift  of  Mrs.  Helen  (Briggs)  Terry  (797),  which 
made  this  book  possible;  of  time,  advice  and  assistance  of  our  genial  pub¬ 
lisher,  Mr.  Lou  D.  MacWethy;  of  the  interest  and  financial  aid  in  the 
Family  Association,  which  made  possible  the  researches  in  Switzerland; 
and  of  the  translations  of  the  early  records  in  German  made  by  Rev. 
Karl  Riebesell,  Rev.  H.  F.  Vesper  and  Rev.  O.  E.  Voight,  D.  D. 

In  the  final  compilation  of  the  Genealogy,  Andrew  L.  Dillenbeck 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  history  of  the  descendants  of  Martin  (1) 
and  of  the  descendants  of  Joseph  Dellenback  (Dl),  Karl  M.  Dallen- 
bach  wrote  the  record  of  the  other  lines  (Al,  Bl,  Cl,  El  and  Fl). 

The  Name 

The  Family  name  has  undergone  many  changes  since  its  transplanting 
on  American  soil. 

Even  in  Switzerland,  the  ancestral  home  of  the  Family,  two  forms- - 
Dallenbach  and  Tallenbach — are  in  common  usage.  The  city  directory  of 
Berne,  Switzerland,  for  example,  gives  under  "Dallenbach”  the  cross 
reference  "auch  Tallenbach,”  and  this  is  repeated  under  "Tallenbach”  as 
"auch  Dallenbach.”  | 

The  appearance  of  these  two  forms  and  the  cross  references  give  cer¬ 
tain  plausibility  to  the  tradition  current  in  the  Family  that  the  Dallen¬ 
bachs  (auch  Tallenbachs)  are  descendants  of  Wilhelm  Tell  (Tallen,  Tael- 
len) .  The  Tells  (Tallens)  who  went  into  the  valleys  to  dwell  by  the 
streams  and  brooks  became  known,  so  tradition  runs,  as  the  Tallen-bachs, 
that  is,  the  Tells  who  live  by  the  brook.  In  contradistinction,  those  who 
remained  on  the  hillsides  and  mountain  slopes  were  called  Tallen -bergs, 
that  is,  the  Tells  who  live  in  the  mountains.  As  "bach”  and  "berg”  are 
the  German  equivalents  for  "brook”  and  "mountain,”  this  story  of  the 
derivation  of  the  Family  name  is  reasonable.  It  is  but  a  short  step  from 
Tallenbach  to  Dallenbach,  as  the  interchange  of  "T”  and  "D”,  which 
comes  from  flatting,  is  one  of  the  commonest  in  etymology. 

The  first  member  of  the  Family  to  come  to  America  spelled  his  name 
"Dallenbach,”  but  he  did  not  retain  that  spelling  long.  In  Pastor  Koch- 
erthal’s  Records  of  1712  it  is  spelled  "Dillenbach,”  and  in  Governor 
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Robert  Hunter’s  quit  claim  in  1722  it  is  spelled  "Tillenbach.”  These 
changes  merely  presaged  the  future.  The  name  thereafter  took  many 
and  various  forms,  largely  due  to  the  failures  of  pastors,  teachers,  regi¬ 
mental  adjutants,  and  clerks  to  spell  correctly  the  name  when  they  heard 
it  pronounced  or  to  translate  it  correctly,  when  they  read  the  name  in 
German  script.  Especially  was  it  easy  for  the  Dutch  in  the  Mohawk 
Valley  to  turn  the  "D”  into  "T.” 

So  we  find  in  the  early  records  the  family  name  in  the  following 
forms :

Throughout  this  History  we  shall  use  the  spelling  of  the  name  as  we 
find  it  in  the  individual’s  record  or  as  it  was  used  by  different  lines  of 
the  family.  It  should  be  noted  that,  though  the  name  and  family  origi¬ 
nated  in  Switzerland,  both  the  family  and  name  are  German. 

How  to  Use  the  Qenealogy 

An  effort  has  been  made  in  compiling  this  Genealogy  to  make  the 
finding  of  an  individual  as  easy  as  possible.  Dozens  of  genealogies  were 
examined  by  both  editors  with  the  result  that  the  form  herein  used  was 
selected. 

In  your  effort  to  find  an  individual,  first  turn  to  the  index. 

Then,  bear  in  mind,  that  each  individual  will  be  found  listed,  first, 
in  the  family  group  as  a  child  born  to  the  parents,  and  as  a  child  will 
have  a  Family  Number.  If  the  individual  lived  in  the  first  five  or  six 
generations  born  in  America,  and  later  in  life  married  and  had  children, 
that  individual  with  the  same  number  will  appear  in  proper  sequence 
later  in  the  Genealogy  as  a  Family  Head  with  the  number  set  in  large 
type  on  the  left  next  to  the  margin  of  the  page.  For  instance,  let  us 
try  and  find  the  editor,  Andrew  L.  Dillenbeck.  The  index  gives  his  Fam¬ 
ily  Number  as  1889,  where  he  is  listed  as  one  of  his  father’s  children. 
Then  turning  onward  into  the  book  looking  for  1889  set  near  the  margin, 
in  proper  numerical  sequence  you  will  find  him  again  as  a  Family  Head 
with  his  immediate  family.  The  record  sources  for  the  first  few  gener¬ 
ations  have  been  mainly,  the  record  books  of  the  Schoharie  Lutheran 
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Church,  the  two  Stone  Arabia  Churches,  the  Geisenberg  Lutheran  Church 
Book  (Hallsville) ,  family  Bibles  and  Family  Records. 

The  date  appearing  after  each  name  in  the  Family  Group  is  the  date 
of  birth.  Such  names  as  follow  birth  dates  are  the  names  of  the  spon¬ 
sors  at  baptism,  and  are  suggestive  of  relationships  with  other  families. 
Much  information  came  to  hand  after  the  larger  part  of  the  Genealogy 
had  been  planned  and  written.  It  was  impossible  to  rewrite  and  re-index 
the  matter  already  written.  Therefore  many  individuals  in  the  Family 
of  Jorg  Martin  Dillenbach  appear  only  under  their  parent’s  serial  num¬ 
ber. 

Please  note  that  all  Index  Numbers  preceded  by  a  capital  letter  indi¬ 
cate  a  line  of  origin  other  than  the  Jorg  Martin  Dillenbach  line.  That 
line,  stands  in  the  Index  with  no  alphabetical  prefix.  Other  lines  have 
certain  letters  prefixed  both  in  text  and  Index.  Consult  Table  of  Contents 
for  key.

The  birth  dates  of  all  the  children  except  the  first  are  uncertain,  but 
must  have  been  in  the  order  above  and  very  close  to  the  dates  assigned. 

The  name  Dillenbach  first  appears  in  American  history  in  the  year 
1712.  In  the  records  of  Rev.  Joshua  Kocherthal,  the  first  pastor  to 
the  German  Lutherans  in  the  colony  of  New  York  we  find  the  name  of 
Jorg  Dillenbach  (note  this  immediate  change  in  spelling)  in  connection 
with  the  baptism  of  his  daughter,  Anna  Margretha.  Six  months  later 
in  the  same  record  the  name  of  the  same  man  appears  as  Joerg  Martin 
Dillenbach  in  connection  with  his  second  marriage. 

Jorg  Martin  Dillenbach  (we  shall  call  him  Martin  hereafter)  came  to 
America  in  1710.  He  was  one  of  the  members,  with  his  wife  and  moth¬ 
er,  of  the  second  migration  of  Palatines,  from  the  Rhine  Valley. 

He  was  born  about  1690  at  Laupcrswil,”  a  small  Swiss  village  in  the 
Alps  a  few  miles  northeast  of  Bern,  Switzerland.  His  father’s  name  was 
Nicholas  Dallenbach.  His  mother’s  name  was  Anna  Barbara  and  she 
was  born  a  Zerlin.  She  accompanied  her  son  Martin  to  America.  The 
Palatine  Subsistence  List  of  debt  due  the  British  government  contains 
this  item,  "Barbara  Dillenbachin  and  her  son,  Martin,  32:2:8.’’  This 
list  was  made  up  late  in  1712  or  early  in  1713.  This  is  the  last  record 
we  have  of  Widow  Barbara.  She  probably  died  in  the  awful  struggle 
the  Palatines  had  in  the  Hudson  Valley — where,  living  in  huts  made  of 
boughs  and  withes,  many  perished  of  cold  and  hunger. 

In  a  list  of  the  Palatine  immigrants  to  the  Hudson  Valley,  made  some¬ 
time  between  1710  and  1717  by  Ulrich  Simmendinger  who  returned  to 
Europe  in  1717,  we  find  Martin  Dielcnbach  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  with 
two  children  living  in  Neu  Castle.  Neu  Castle  was  located  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  present  West  Camp  across  the  Hudson  from  present  Ger¬ 
mantown,  N.  Y. 
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In  a  Bern  record  of  May  8,  1732  we  find  it  said  that  Martin  Dallen- 
hach  of  Lauperswil  is  "at  Schaggarill  in  America,”  that  he  has  sent  his 
brother  Johannes  a  paper  giving  him  power  of  attorney  to  send  or  to 
bring  his  money  amounting  to  130  Kronen,  which  he  still  had  in  the 
old  country.  At  the  same  time  Martin  waives  his  citizenship  in  the  Can¬ 
ton  of  Bern.  The  authorities  agree  to  this  if  the  town  of  Lauperswil 
also  agree.  The  constable  in  Trachselwald  Court  is  authorized  to  collect 
a  fee  out  of  this  money.  The  brother  Johannes,  who  gave  up  his  cit¬ 
izenship  in  Lauperswil  and  became  a  citizen  of  Zweibruecken,  Germany, 
paid  the  same  constable  13  Kronin  removal  fee.  In  the  government 
Protocol  this  American  is  called  Mathys  Dallenbach,  while  the  constable 
called  him  Martin. 

We  quote  the  following  from  Faust’s  "List  of  Swiss  Emigrants  in  the 
Eighteenth  Century  to  the  American  Colonies.” 

“1732,  May  12.  Trachselwald, 

Amtsrechnung. 

Martin  Dallenbach  of  Lauperswil  has  emigrated  to  America  and  resides 
in  Schaggarill.  He  commissions  his  brother,  Johannes  Dallenbach  who 
has  settled  in  Zweibrucken  to  withdraw  the  property  which  he  has  in 
this  country,  amounting  to  13  crowns,  10  btsj.,  from  which  10  per  cent 
emigration  tax  is  deducted. 

(The  Dallenbach  family  is  widely  represented  in  the  district  of  Trach- 
selbach.  The  name  is  sometimes  written  Tellenbach.)” 

Apparently,  Martin’s  father,  Nicholas,  died  before  1698  for  on  Octo¬ 
ber  15  of  that  year,  a  certain  farm  in  Lauperswil  was  bequeathed  them 
and  the  oldest  son,  called  Hans  (Johannes)  was  permitted  to  go  to  Lau¬ 
perswil  to  obtain  his  share  of  the  inheritance.  The  share  of  the  son, 
Martin,  a  minor  is  to  remain  under  supervision  of  the  parish  until  he  has 
reached  his  majority.  He  is  to  decide  at  that  time  whether  he  wishes 
to  retain  or  surrender  his  citizenship.  For  some  reason  Martin  delayed 
claiming  his  inheritance,  for  he  was  "of  age”  in  1711. 

At  the  time  the  family  received  the  legacy  they  were  living  in  Gollheimi; 
in  Nassau,  Germany.  They  had  left  Switzerland  temporarily.  After 
Barbara  and  her  son  Martin  left  Europe,  Johannes  or  Hans  moved  to 
Zweibruecken,  Germany.  It  is  possible  that  Barbara  and  all  her  children 
moved  there.  If  they  did  it  would  help  to  account  for  their  presence 
in  the  group  of  3000  Palatines  who  left  Europe  in  1709  for  America. 

We  cannot  account  for  the  "Schaggarill.”  In  1732  Martin  was  living: 
in  Stone  Arabia.  It  may  be  a  corrupted  form  of  either  Stone  Arabia  or 
Schoharie. 

Martin  was  probably  married  before  he  left  the  Rhine  Valley  since 
Pastor  Kocherthal  has  no  record  of  it.  This  wife  was  probably  a  Bau¬ 
mann.  Her  name  was  Sara  Catharine.  It  is  very  possible  that  they  were 
married  on  this  side,  either  in  New  York  City  or  after  coming  to  the 
Hudson.  The  first  born  of  record  was  Anna  Margretha  born  August 
1,  1712,  the  first  member  of  the  family  to  be  born  in  America.  She 
was  baptized  August  3,  1712.  The  sponsors  were  Jacob  Loescher  (now

Lasher)  and  Anna  Margretha  Baumann.  From  this  we  conclude  that  the 
mother  was  a  Baumann  since  it  was  almost  a  universal  custom  to  have 
uncles  and  aunts  of  the  babies  to  act  as  one  of  the  sponsors.  It  hardly 
seems  possible  that  this  little  one  survived  the  terrible  experiences  of 
the  Palatines  in  the  Camps  on  the  Hudson.  Especially,  since  the  mother 
died  at  the  birth  or  shortly  afterwards. 

Before  the  birth  of  the  baby,  Martin  had  been  a  member  of  the  expe¬ 
dition  under  Col.  Nicholson  in  1711  against  Canada,  then  held  by  the 
French.  This  was  Queen  Anne’s  War.  He  was  in  Capt.  Weiser’s  com¬ 
pany.  His  name  appears  as  Martin  Dillcbach.  This  names  us  all  eligible 
to  membership  in  the  Society  of  Colonial  Dames,  if  we  are  female  de¬ 
scendants;  and  eligible  to  Colonial  War  organizations  or  kindred  so¬ 
cieties  which  limit  membership  to  men.  Martin  thus  becomes  the  first 
one  of  the  family  to  bear  arms  on  American  soil. 

About  6  months  atter  the  birth  of  the  first  baby,  Anna  Margretha, 
Martin  married  Anna  Elizabetha  Castelmann  (now  Casselman).  She 
was  a  daughter  of  Johann  Dietrich  Castelmann,  who  also  was  one  of  the 
1710  Palatines.  The  marriage  took  place  February  24,  1713.  Pastor 
Kocherthal  performed  the  rite  and  in  the  record  names  Martin  as  "widow¬ 
er.”  By  this  marriage  he  had  ten  or  eleven  children,  in  somewhat  the 
order  set  forth  above. 

This  is  the  last  record  we  have  of  the  Dillenbachs  in  America  until 
we  find  Martin  taking  a  leading  part  in  procuring  the  Stone  Arabia  Pat¬ 
ent  in  about  1722.  Where  were  they  during  these  9  years?  There  is 
nothing  found  in  Kocherthal’s  records  which  cover  this  period.  Many  of 
the  Palatines  left  the  Hudson  Valley  in  the  year  of  1712  and  settled  in 
the  Schoharie  Valley.  Others  followed  within  a  few  years.  But  so  far 
as  we  can  ascertain  Martin  did  not  move  to  the  Schoharie  Valley.  Where 
was  he?  In  a  list  made  up  in  1712  or  1713  we  find  that  Barbara 
Dillenbach  and  her  son  Martin  owed  the  British  Government  32:2:8  for 
expenses  incurred  in  bringing  them  to  America.  The  Dillenbecks  of  Lake 
Geneva,  Wis.,  descendants  of  Martin’s  son  Wilhelmus,  had  in  their  pos¬ 
session  i  the  original  document,  which  through  the  kindness  of  Mar)' 
C.  Dillenbeck,  is  reproduced,  (see  page  4). 

This  shows  that  Martin  either  paid  his  debts  or  was  given  a  release 
by  the  Governor.  In  1722  after  Governor  Hunter  had  been  recalled 
and  was  pressing  the  Government  for  payment  on  his  loans  to  the  Pala¬ 
tines,  the  House  of  Lords  demanded  that  the  Governor  present  to  the 
House  receipts  for  money  paid  out  for  the  Palatines.  Many  of  the  Pala¬ 
tines  refused  to  sign  fearing  some  treachery.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the 
Palatines,  or  some  of  them,  in  Neu  Castle  in  the  West  Camp  where 
Martin  resided  and  where  the  feeling  against  the  Governor  was  not  so 
bitter,  paid  the  Governor.  It  is,  however,  probable  that  Martin  gave  the 
Governor  an  acknowledgment  for  maintenance,  which  the  Governor  could 
present  to  the  House  of  Lords,  in  exchange  for  the  above  release. 

This  document  would  lead  us  to  believe  that  he  remained  in  the 
Hudson  Valley  until  1722,  were  it  not  for  the  absence  of  any  Dillenbach 
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records  in  the  Hudson  Valley  after  1713.  It  is  our  opinion,  however,  v 
that  he  came  directly  to  the  Mohawk  from  the  Hudson  Valley.  Just  c 
what  year  is  problematical.  In  this  opinion  we  are  sustained  to  some  ex¬ 
tent  by  Mohawk  Valley  historians,  Frothingham  and  Simms,  both  of 
whom  declare  that  a  number  of  families  came  directly  to  the  Mohawk 
Valley  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  Palatine.  Henrich  Frey  was  one 
of  the  first  to  arrive  in  Palatine,  now  Palatine  Bridge,  Montgomery  Coun¬ 
ty,  N.  Y.  The  Swiss  Records  indicate  family  ties  in  the  Frey  and  Dillen- 
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bach  families  in  Switzerland.  A  most  natural  thing  then  for  Martin 
Dillenbach  to  accompany  Henrich  Frey  to  the  Mohawk.  He  probably 
settled  on  what  was  soon  to  be  known  as  the  Stone  Arabia  Patent.  Here  ‘ 
the  most  of  his  children  were  born.  Here,  probably,  on  the  Old  Home- 
stead,  a  mile  southeast  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Churches,  he  lived  and  died,  i  j 
He  is  probably  buried  on  the  homestead,  which  has  never  passed  out  of 
the  family  and  is  at  present  occupied  by  Elmer  Dillenback,  (see  1925).

Martin  was  connected  with  the  Stone  Arabia  Patent  from  the  very  first,  p 
His  name  appears  in  the  License  to  Purchase,  March  9,  1722,  in  the  In-  c 
dian  Deed,  May  10,  1723;  in  Warrant  for  Patent  September  14,  1723;  in:  ; 
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rarious  joint  deeds  executed  in  later  years  by  the  Patentees  and  others, 
ine  as  early  as  1735.  This  is  his  signature  on  a  deed  dated  1735.

He  was  also  mentioned  as  one  to  whom  the  deed  to  the  Lutheran  church 
vas  given  May  29,  1732;  also  in  a  Quit-claim  deed  given  to  the  Re¬ 
armed  group  of  Stone  Arabia,  March  27,  1744.  On  March  18,  1754 
Vlartin  and  his  son  Henrich  signed  a  Quit-claim  deed.  In  1764  he  was 
vitness  to  the  will  of  Hendrick  Dillenbach,  where  he  signed  his  name 
Vlardenes  Dillenbach.  We  do  not  know  the  date  of  his  death.  He  was 
lead  in  1767  for  that  year  Anna  Maria,  wife  of  Christian,  was  assigned 
lis  portion  of  the  undivided  land  in  the  Patent.  She,  in  1786  gave  it 
o  his  three  grand-daughters,  (and  her  daughters),  Mrs.  Philip  Empie,

Rev.  Peter  Nicholas  Somers  came  to  America  in  1743  and  was  pastor 
of  the  Lutheran  Churches  in  the  Schoharie  and  Mohawk  Valleys.  In  1751 
he  relinquished  the  Stone  Arabia  Church  to  Rev.  John  Frederick  Ries,  the 
first  settled  pastor  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  field.  Therefore  the 
above  record  must  have  been  made  within  that  8-year  period.  It  is 
likely  that  he  made  the  first-two-group- records  in  1743,  and  the  third  one 
when  Christian  was  married  and  became  the  head  of  a  family.  We  know 
Henrich  (4)  was  married  in  1735.  The  entry  concerning  Christian  (5) 
is  of  a  different  appearance  than  the  others  indicating  it  was  not  made 
at  the  same  time.  That,  however,  leaves  the  Johannes  (3)  record  unex¬ 
plained.  If  he  were  a  son  of  Martin  and  Elizabeth  and  married  at  the 
time  the  first  group — the  parent-family  group  was  written — why  was 
space  left  between  Henrich  and  Johannes?  It  lends  color  to  the  possi-

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bility  that  Johannes  was  Martin’s  brother  who  came  here  in  1732  or 
thereabouts  with  a  daughter  grown  up.  It  probably  will  remain  a  riddle 
unsolved.  The  blanks  within  the  brackets  indicate  illegibility,  paper  and 
ink  having  given  away  to  time  and  usage. 

In  the  Schoharie  Lutheran  record  we  find  that  Catharina  Dillenbach 
partook  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  Stone  Arabia  in  1743  (probably  the 
wife  of  Martin)  ;  Anna  Margretha  (14)  in  1744  (probably  Henrich’s 
oldest  daughter,  then  9  years  old)  ;  and  Henrich  (4)  in  1749  (son  of 
Martin) . 

Martin  was  one  of  the  27  men  to  receive  a  grant  of  land  from  King 
George  after  they  had  bought  it  of  the  Indians  for  £300  in  Indian  goods. 
In  the  grant  his  name  is  Mardan  Dallinback.  It  contained,  after  the  last 
survey  in  1793,  nearly  13,000  acres.  In  the  first  division  of  1723  Martin 
took  Lots  No.  10  and  19.  Lot  No.  10  is  in  part  the  present  Old  Home¬ 
stead,  to  which  was  added  in  a  later  division.  Lot  No.  19  was  directly 
across  the  road  from  the  Stone  Arabia  churches.  This  passed  into  other 
hands.  In  the  second  division  Martin  drew  Lots  No.  1  and  2.  These 
adjoined  the  Old  Homestead  on  the  east  and  Lot  No.  1,  we  believe 
became,  with  Lot  No.  10  of  the  first  division,  the  enlarged  Old  Home¬ 
stead.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  Christian  Snell  farm  and 
perhaps  portions  of  the  Christman  and  Sitterly  farms  to  the  east  were  em¬ 
braced  in  Martin’s  share  of  the  first  and  second  divisions,  plus  the  Lot 
19  opposite  the  churches.  A  total  of  400  acres. 

The  present  road  running  from  the  Canajoharie  water  supply  reservoir 
east  past  Cook’s  Corners  and  the  Old  Homestead  is  very  nearly  the  south¬ 
ern  boundary  of  the  Patent.  It  is  probable  that  this  highway  cut  the 
southern  tier  of  Lots  through  their  middle  from  east  to  west. 

First  and  Second  Qenerations 

2  ANNA  MARGRETHA  DILLENBACH,  born  August  1,  1712,  in 
the  Camps  on  the  Hudson,  of  the  first  wife,  Sarah  Catherine.  The  birth 
record  is  found  in  Pastor  Kocherthal’s  List  of  Baptisms  in  the  West  Camp 
Lutheran  Church,  West  Camp,  N.  Y.  It  seems  almost  a  certainty  that 
this  little  one  never  survived,  dying  with  her  mother  shortly  after  birth. 
We  find  nothing  more  of  her  anywhere. 

*3  JOHANNES  DILLENBACH,  whom  we  believe  to  be  the  first 
child  of  Martin  by  his  second  wife,  Anna  Elizabeth  (Castelmann) ,  was 
born  about  1714  in  one  of  the  Palatine  Camps.  He  was  probably  named 
after  his  father’s  brother  who  was  at  that  time  in  the  old  country.  He 
appears  in  the  records  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  Church  in  1735  as 
sponsor  for  the  daughter  of  Henrich.  He  also  appears  in  Pastor  Somers' 
records,  made  in  1743  or  shortly  after,  as  the  head  of  a  family  living  in 
Stone  Arabia,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  In  this  record 
his  wife’s  name  is  given  as  MAGDALENA,  and  a  daughter  is  given  them. 

13  Maria  Elizabeth.  . 

It  is  possible  that  Johannes  was  the  brother  of  Martin  and  that  he 
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came  to  this  country  in  1730  since  it  is  known  that  Dallenbachs  came  to 
America  in  that  year  (see  Faust,  List  of  Swiss  Emigrants  in  the  18th 
Century  to  the  American  Colonies,  Vol.  II,  p.  24) . 

4  HENRICH  DILLENBACH,  born  1716  in  the  Camps  and  mar¬ 
ried  ANNA  MARGRETHA  WAGNER,  March  19,  1735 ;  their  children:

Henrich  was  probably  the  second  child  of  Martin  and  Anna  Elizabeth 
(Castelmann) .  Our  first  records  of  him  are  found  in  Somers’  Schoharie 
Lutheran  Church  and  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  record  where  his  mar¬ 
riage  and  the  birth  of  his  children  are  set  down,  quite  likely  by  his  son- 
in-law,  Rev.  J.  F.  Ries,  the  first  pastor  of  that  congregation  living  on  the 
ground.  The  name  is  spelled  Tillenbach. 

He  married  March  19,  1735,  ANNA  MARGRETHA  WAGNER,  the 
oldest  daughter  of  John  Peter  and  Maria  Margretha  (Loucks)  Wagner. 
His  wife  was  born  April  15,  1712,  in  New  Paltz.  Her  father  was  born  in 
Dockenhausen,  Hesse-Darmstadt,  Province  of  Braubach  Oct.  4,  1687.  He 
removed  to  the  Mohawk  Valley  after  the  Stone  Arabia  Patent  was  occu¬ 
pied  and  located  just  a  bit  northwest  of  present  Nelliston  on  Route  5. 
Her  mother,  Maria  Margretha  (Laux)  was  born  in  Ohren,  Itsteiner  Land 
in  1686. 

Henrich  died  in  the  year  1795,  judging  from  the  time  his  will  was  pro¬ 
bated,  June  13,  1795.  The  will  was  made  in  February,  1764,  and  he 
could  not  sign  his  name  although  he  did  write  his  name  in  a  deed  in  1754 
in  good  German  script.  But  when  he  signed  his  will  ten  years  later  he 
had  to  make  his  mark.  We  quote  here  significant  excerpts  from  the  will 
that  may  be  found  in  the  Montgomery  County  Records  in  Fonda,  N.  Y. 

“In  the  name  of  God,  Amen:  I,  Henrich  Dillenbeck  of  Ston  Rabi  in 
the  County  of  Albany  and  province  of  New  York,  Yeoman,  *  *  *  give, 

demise  and  dispose  *  *  *  to  my  loving  wife  Anna  Markret  *  *  *  to 

my  son  Andreas  *  *  *  to  my  son  Hendrick  *  *  *  to  my  son  Jo¬ 
hannes  *  *  *  to  my  daughters  Anna  Markret  and  Anna  Maria,  Lissa- 

bet,  Katerina,  and  Magtalena,  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever  each  of 
them  thirty  five  pounds  New  York  currency.  I  constitute  make  and  or¬ 
dain  my  trusty  well  beloved  friends,  Johannis  Fehling,  and  Christian 
Dillenbach,  Trustees  and  Executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament. 
*  *  *  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  Hand  and  seal  this 

eleven  day  of  February  in  the  fourth  year  his  Majesty’s  Reign  anno  Dom¬ 
ini  one  thousand  seven  hundred  sixty  four.  Signed,  sealed,  published, 
pronounced  and  declared  by  the  said  Hendrick  Dillenbach  as  his  last  will 
and  Testament  in  the  presence  of  us  the  subscribers.  Item.  I  give  and 
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bequeath  to  my  daughter  Annabarwel  (Anna  Barbara)  her  heirs  and 
assigns  forever  thirty  five  pounds  New  York  Currency.

(At  probate  only  Wilhelmus  appeared  before  Surrogate  Daniel  Paris 
in  1795). 

Captain  Andrew  was  dead  before  the  will  was  probated  but  so  far  as 
we  know  all  the  other  children  were  living. 

Henrich  was  only  a  young  boy  when  they  moved  onto  the  Stone  Arabia 
Patent  from  the  Camps  on  the  Hudson  where  he  was  born.  He  is  prob¬ 
ably  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Church  Yard,  although  it  is  possible  that  he 
lies  in  the  yard  of  the  Old  Homestead.  Within  the  memory  of  some 
still  living  there  were  grave  stones  standing  a  bit  northeast  of  the  house, 
but  who  were  buried  there  we  do  not  know.  It  was  often  necessary  for 
the  early  settlers  to  bury  their  dead  very  close  to  the  dwelling  to  insure 
protection  from  the  wild  animals  molesting  the  remains.  There  is  tradi¬ 
tion  that  some  one  or  more  were  buried  in  front  of  the  Old  House,  and 
there  are  today  several  depressions  in  the  front  lawn  such  as  a  grave 
falling  in  would  leave. 

Henrich,  or  Hendrick,  was  sponsor  at  baptism  of  John  Henry  Teicher, 
July  3,  1776;  for  baby  Henrich  Salzman  in  1752;  for  his  granddaughter 
Margretha  Ries  in  1755.  He  gave  2  bushels  of  grain  to  help  erect  the 
Lutheran  church  in  Schoharie  when  Pastor  Somers  appealed  to  the  Luth¬ 
erans  in  the  Mohawk  Valley  for  that  object.  He  signed  a  quit  claim 
deed  with  Martinus,  his  father,  March  18,  1754.  There  were  two  Hen- 
rys  in  the  Revolutionary  Army.  Probably  this  Henrich’s  son  and  Chris¬ 
tian’s  son  Henry.  It  is  hardly  probable  that  this  Henrich  was  in  the  army 
for  he  would  have  been  about  60  years  old  in  1777.  He  was  a  con¬ 
sistent  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

5  JOHN  CHRISTIAN  DILLENBACH  was  born  about  1718,  in 
Stone  Arabia  and  married  ANNA  MARIA  SIX.  Their  children:

We  are  only  sure  of  the  birthdays  of  Henrich  (28)  which  is  recorded 
in  the  Schoharie  Lutheran  records,  and  of  Elizabetha  and  Anna  Margre¬ 
tha  which  are  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  records. 
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The  Canadian  Census  of  1840  names  a  Peter  Dillidough,  a  Philip  Dil- 
lidough,  a  John  Dillidough,  a  Jacob  Dillidough,  a  Michael  Dillidough, 
all  living  in  Matilda  Township,  Dundas  County  with  families.  These 
must  be  grandsons  of  Christian  and  Anna  Maria. 

The  first  record  of  Christian  appears  in  Somers’  Schoharie  Church 
Book  where  he  is  the  head  of  a  family.  No  one  took  the  pains  to  set 
down  his  family,  as  Pastor  Ries  did  for  Henrich.  All  but  two  of  his 
children  were  born  before  Pastor  Ries  came  to  Stone  Arabia  in  1751.  The 
two  born  after  his  arrival  and  their  births  recorded  were  Elizabetha,  1751, 
and  Anna  Margretha,  1753.  He  was  only  35  years  old  in  1753,  and  it 
is  quite  probable  that  there  were  other  children  after  1753  whose  births 
were  not  recorded.  He  was  present  at  the  Lord’s  Table  Nov.  4,  1770. 
He  married,  about  1735,  Anna  Maria  Six,  daughter  of  Henrich  Six,  who 
though  not  one  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Patentees,  arrived  from  Schoharie 
some  time  before  1733  and  is  mentioned  as  one  receiving  land  in  the  2nd. 
Survey  in  1733. 

The  Six  (sometimes  Sixt)  family  appears  in  the  Kocherthal  records. 
They  came  to  America  with  the  1710  immigration.  They  went  to  Scho¬ 
harie.  Christina  Elizabeth  Sixt  was' born  in  Schoharie  Nov.  1,  1715  and 
baptised  Jan.  21,  1716,  per  Kocherthal  record.  Her  parents  were  Hen¬ 
rich  Sixt  and  his  wife  Christina.  The  sponsors  were  Andreas  Finck, 
Christina  Fux,  and  Elizabeth  Sixt.  This  is  probably  the  Henrich  Six  to 
whom  Stone  Arabia  Patentees  sold  land  in  1734.  The  deed  is  now  in  the 
Dillenbach  Homestead.  Did  Henrich  Six  fail  in  having  sons?  Did  he 
live  in  his  last  days  with  Christian  and  wife?  If  so,  the  deed  was  left 
behind  when  the  Dillenbachs  fled  to  Canada.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
the  Six  family  ever  moved  to  Stone  Arabia.  The  name  does  not  appear 
in  Valley  records.  It  drops  out  of  Schoharie  very  early,  for  Henrich  went 
to  Tulpehocken,  Pa.,  in  1728. 

Christian’s  wife  Anna  Maria  was  probably  a  sister  to  the  baby  whose 
baptism  is  noted  above.  •  Anna  Elizabeth  Sixt,  as  well  as  Henrich  Sixt, 
was  sponsor  in  Schoharie  in  1717. 

Christian  and  wife  were  sponsors  in  1759  for  Maria  Casselmann  of 
Peter  and  Elizabeth.  Christian  with  Elizabeth  Emgie  (now  Empie)  were 
sponsors  in  1768  for  Christian  Graave  (now  Graff)  of  Christian  and 
Barbara  Graave.  He  was  sponsor  in  1765  for  Henricus  Hathmacher,  and 
with  Catherine  Wagner  in  1740  for  his  niece  Elizabeth,  Henrich’s  daugh¬ 
ter.  He  was  a  witness  in  Stone  Arabia  in  1761  to  the  Van  Derwercken 
Schenck  agreement.  He  made  complaint  to  Sir  William  Johnson  against 
Hendrick  Frey,  in  the  affair,  Dillenbagh  vs.  Johnson  (see  Sir  William 
Johnson  Papers) . 

Christian  was  a  member  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  Church.  His 
!  name  appears  in  the  deed  given  by  the  Reformed  Church  of  Stone  Ara¬ 
bia,  dated  Dec.  29,  1770,  to  the  Lutheran  Church  there.  This  deed 
replaced  the  one  lost,  and  was  secured  through  an  appeal  made  to  Sir 
William  two  years  before.  This  appeal  was  signed  by  Captain  Andrew. 
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Christian  was  installed  as  Elder  in  the  Church  June  4,  1749  by  Pastor 
Somers. 

Christian  and  his  entire  family  with  the  possible  exception  of  his  son 
Christian,  Jr.,  and  one  daughter  Mrs.  Clement  Fralig,  were  loyal  to  the 
British  Crown  during  the  Revolution.  They  settled,  even  Christian,  Jr., 
who  had  been  in  the  Patriot  Army,  in  Upper  Canada  about  1784  upon 
land  granted  them  by  the  British  Crown  (see  Canadian  Archives) . 

Christian,  Sr.,  seems  to  have  been  an  intense  Loyalist.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Royal  Regiment  of  New  York  in  the  Revolution.  In  the  Ca¬ 
nadian  archives  he  is  named  as  a  soldier  and  the  father,  as  we  know,  of 
Martin  and  Peter.  In  the  same  record  we  note  "Christian  Tillabough 
alias  Tilleback  and  Dillebough,  R.  R.  N.  Y.,  settled  E.  District,  Matilda.’’ 

On  July  24,  1763  he  failed  to  report  for  duty  in  Captain  Soffrines 
Dychert’s  Regiment.  His  son  Christian,  Jr.,  however  was  present.  He 
apparently  had  a  good  excuse  for  we  hear  nothing  more  about  it. 

The  property  of  Christian  Tillebach  and  Baltus  Hilliback  (Dilliback) 
was  confiscated  by  the  State  of  New  York  in  1779-81.  This  Baltus 
was  quite  likely  a  son  of  Christian.  Family  tradition  says  that  Chris¬ 
tian’s  farm  was  just  a  bit  east  of  the  Old  Homestead,  later  being  known 
as  the  Josiah  Sitterly  farm  where  the  large  stone  house  now  stands.  They 
located  in  Dundas  County,  Ontario,  near  Williamsburg  and  Dunbar. 

Does  Christian’s  loyalty  to  the  British  Crown  explain  the  failure  of  the 
British  and  Tories,  in  the  Raid  of  1780,  to  burn  the  Old  Homestead?  Or 
was  it  too  close  to  Fort  Keyser  to  be  molested,  for  the  Homestead  was 
within  reach  of  any  small  cannon  the  Fort  might  have  had  or  be  sup¬ 
posed  to  have.  There  is  a  tradition  that  part  of  the  present  Old  Home¬ 
stead  was  built  in  1732. 

It  must  be  remembered  that,  aside  from  the  records  of  the  birth  of  three 
of  Christian’s  children,  we  have  concluded  from  the  following  Canadian 
record,  the  names  of  his  other  children. 

In  McNiff’s  Map  of  the  settlements  of  Upper  Canada,  published  or 
drawn  up  in  1786,  the  following  locations  are  shown: 

Balthis  Dillabaugh  settled  on  lot  27,  2nd  concession,  at  Osnabruck. 

Martin  and  John  Dillabaugh  settled  on  lot  11,  3rd  concession  at  Osna¬ 
bruck. 

J.  Delabough  settled  on  lot  7,  2nd  concession,  Cornwall. 

(See  Pringle:  Lunenburg  and  the  Old  Eastern  District,  Pp.  406,  408,  409) 

Balshezar  Tableback  is  listed  as  a  private  in  the  Grenadier  Co.,  1st 
Batt.,  King’s  Royal  Reg’t.  of  N.  Y.,  in  1782,  (Ibid.,  p.  372). 

From  a  list  of  Loyalists  preserved  in  the  Crown  Lands  Dept,  at  Otta¬ 
wa,  is  obtained  the  name  of: 

Bolsor  Tolbach,  a  soldier  in  the  R.  R.  N.  Y.  (Ibid.  p.  401). 

Others  listed  with  their  regiments  are: 

Christian  Tillabough  alias  Tilleback  and  Dillebough,  R.  R.  N.  Y.,  settled 
E.  District,  Matilda,  (p.  393). 

Christian  Tillebough,  Jr.,  settled  Williamsburg. 

Martin  Tillebough  or  Dilleback,  settled  E.  District,  Matilda.  Soldier 
Royal  Forresters,  restored  to  U.  E.  O.  C.,  29  Jan.  1808  (p.  393). 

Peter  Tillebough  (also  Delebough),  Williamsburg,  “son  of  a  soldier”  as 
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such  receiving  200  acres  of  land  about  1794.  (A  note  adds:  “Martin  and 
Peter,  sons  of  Christian”).  (Land  Board  of  Lunenburgh). 

The  descendants  of  John  Christian  have  lived  and  multiplied  in  Can¬ 
ada  since  1786.  Many  are  living  now  in  Dundas  county,  Ontario.  We 
have  wished  they  would  reply  to  our  inquiries.  Those  of  the  family  who 
moved  to  Canada  were  sincere  in  their  loyalty  and  held  their  convictions 
firmly  and  honestly.  Such  an  attitude  was  possible  in  those  days  and 
quite  logical. 

6  ANNA  MARIA  DILLENBACH  was  born  about  1720,  in  Stone 
Arabia,  and  is  mentioned  in  Pastor  Somers’  Schoharie  record.  She  was 
living  as  late  as  1743.  There  are  strong  indications  that  she  married 
CHRISTIAN  RUF,  SR.  The  associations  of  the  Dillenbachs  and  Rufs 
were  varied  and  numerous.  There  are  just  as  strong  indications  that  she 
married  CHRISTIAN  GRAAVE  (GRAF,  GROFF) . 

T  WILHELM  DILLENBACH  was  born  about  1722  in  Stone  Arabia 
and  married  ANNA  EVA  COUNTRYMAN.  Their  children: 

33  Jonas  W. 

34  Johannes  M.,  September  21,  1756. 

35  Maria,  1758. 

36  Anna,  June  3,  1760.  Christian  Dillenbach,  Anna  Maria. 

37  Nicholas,  1775. 

37a  Magdalena,  January  17,  1776.  (Married  Nicholas  Vosburgh). 

The  birthdays  of  Johannes  and  Anna  are  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Reformed 
records.  The  rest  are  conjectural.  We  believe  the  Maria  above  married 
JOHANNES  KELLER,  November  2,  1794. 

This  son  of  Martin  is  often  called  Wilhelmus  in  the  records.  In  the 
Countryman  Genealogy  he  is  reported  to  have  married  Anna  Eve  Coun¬ 
tryman,  who  was  a  daughter  of  Conrad  whose  will  read  in  part  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  four  daughters  name  Barbara  Mattys 
and  Ana  Margreth  plance  and  annarossin  Bickert  and  Eva  Dillenbach,  all 
my  household  goods  all  and  singular  *  *  *  that  they  shall  equally  divide 

amongst  themselves.” 

Wilhelm  made  his  will  on  November  4,  1803.  In  it  he  mentions  Hen¬ 
ry  I.  as  a  son  of  his  son  Jonas.  Jonas,  his  son,  and  Hannes  (John)  B 
Dillenbeck  are  named  executors.  Hannes  must  be  a  son  of  Baltus  who 
was  Wilhelm’s  brother.  The  will  was  probated  in  1817.  He  probably 
died  that  year  and  was  buried  in  the  Geisenberg  Lutheran  Church  Yard, 
near  present  Hallsville. 

The  census  of  1790  gives  William  Tillebach  as  a  resident  of  the  Town 
of  Canajoharie  then  a  much  larger  Township  than  now,  with  3  males  in¬ 
cluding  himself  over  16  and  1  free  female.  The  1800  Census  makes  no 
mention  of  him.  We  think  he  moved  south  of  the  Mohawk  shortly  be¬ 
fore  the  Revolution.  Two  of  his  children’s  births  and  baptisms  are  re¬ 
corded  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Reformed  record.  His  brother,  Baltus,  and 
his  brother  Martin  moved  south  of  the  river  at  about  the  same  time.  Also 
several  nephews  settled  on  the  same  side  of  the  river  until  there  was  in 
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the  neighborhood  of  the  Geisenberg  Church  quite  a  group  of  Dillenbecks. 

William  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Colonial  Militia.  He  responded  to 
call  to  arms  issued  by  Sir  William  Johnson  on  March  20,  1757,  and  was 
in  Capt.  Soffrines  Deychert’s  Company.  The  Company  disbanded  and  re¬ 
turned  home  on  the  29th  of  March.  The  intention  had  been  to  march  on 
Fort  William  Henry.  Mardin  Dillenbag,  Jr.,  and  Christian  Dillenbag,  and 
Lieut.  Wilhelmus  Dillenbag  failed  to  turn  out  when  on  July  24,  1763, 
Sir  William  called  out  the  militia  to  march  to  German  Flatts. 

This  was  a  grave  offense  punishable  by  a  heavy  fine.  Why  these  men, 
with  others,  failed  in  what  was  considered  a  duty  we  cannot  be  sure.  Was 
it  the  harvest  time  ?  The  reluctance  to  believe  the  rumors  which  were  con¬ 
stantly  alarming  the  settlers  only  to  turn  out  false?  Or  was  there  some 
cause  lying  in  some  previous  disagreement  with  Sir  William  or  his  ad¬ 
ministration  ? 


His  (Sir  William’s)  Papers  show  that  he  wrote  an  order  on  October 
28,  1768  to  Sergeants  William  Laux  and  John  Sootes  to  levy  on  the  goods 
of  Lieutenant  Wilhelmus  to  recover  a  fine  of  300  pounds  for  failure  to 
report  for  military  duty,  and  in  default  of  property  to  imprison  him  in 
the  Albany  jail.  We  do  not  know  whether  this  order  was  ever  carried 
out.  On  March  29,  1765  Robert  Yates  of  Albany  sends  a  letter  to  Sir 
William  concerning  the  legality  of  the  proceedings  against  Wilhelmus 
Dillabach  for  failure  to  turn  out  with  his  Company.  Evidently  there  was 
some  dispute  which  continued  for  a  few  years.  Wilhelmus  employed  Pet¬ 
er  Silvester  of  Albany  as  his  defender  and  Silvester  has  correspondence 
with  Sir  William  about  the  matter.  It  was  in  front  of  Wilhelmus’  dwell¬ 
ing  that  Marden,  Jr.,  gave  the  constable  a  good  sound  threshing. 

Wilhelm  was  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Stone  Arabia  in  1761.  The  diffi¬ 
culty  arising  from  his  non-attendance  on  military  duty  led  Sir  William 
to  recommend  the  revocation  of  his  license  as  Justice.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Colonial  Council  promised  to  see  that  it  was  done.  On  March  1,  1762, 
he  was  deprived  of  it.  In  1762  he  was  accused  of  connivance,  as  a  Jus¬ 
tice,  in  rhe  Matter  of  Dominie  Lappius’  salary.  He  was  summoned  to 
appear  before  Sir  William.  Dominie  Lappius  was  of  the  Reformed 


Church. 

On  April  26,  1764,  he  tried  to  dispossess  Felix  Moyer  who  made  com¬ 
plaint  to  Sir  William.  Certainly  some  of  the  Dillenbecks  were  thorns 
in  the  side  of  Sir  William.  Everyone  of  the  papers  of  Sir  William  re¬ 
lating  to  his  dealings  with  the  Dillenbachs  were  burned  in  the  Capitol 
fire  and  we  only  have  reference  to  them  in  the  Calendar  of  Johnson  Doc¬ 
uments.  The  records  show  that  Wilhelm  was  kept  under  very  close  sur¬ 
veillance  during  the  Revolution.  Apparently  he  never  took  active  part 
against  the  patriot  cause  but  his  sympathies  must  have  been  known.  While 
living  in  Helleberg,  the  refuge  for  Tories,  he  was  once  compelled  to  ap¬ 
pear  before  a  Committee  of  Patriots.  He  was  not  detained  but  put  upon 
good  behavior  and  probation.  After  the  war  he  came  back  to  his  home 
in  Minden. 

On  May  18,  1787,  Wilhelmus  Dilenbagh  and  Anna  Eva,  his  wife,  of 
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Canajoharie,  deeded  to  Johannes  Snyder  land  in  Canajoharie  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Mohawk,  and  on  the  south  side  of  Otsquago  Creek,  in  the 
Conrad  Countryman  Tract  for  34  pounds,  50  acres.  Both  made  their 
marks.  George  and  Jacob  Klock  were  witnesses.  This  is  on  the  road 
from  Hallsville  to  Brookmans  Corners. 

On  July  16,  1787,  Wilhelmus  and  Anna  Eva,  his  wife,  deeded  to  Jo¬ 
hannes  Snyder,  and  in  this  instrument,  Anna  Rosina  Conderman  (Coun¬ 
tryman)  is  named  daughter  of  Conrad  Conderman,  and  late  wife  of  John 
Pickard. 

A  bill  found  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  Records  in  Albany  filed  on 
July  16,  1810  sets  forth  the  following  particulars:  Jonas  Dillenbeck  of 
Minden  had  a  brother  Nicholas,  a  farmer,  then  deceased;  they  had  been  in 
1803  tenants  in  common  on  a  part  of  Lot  10,  of  200  acres,  in  Windecker 
Patent;  their  father  was  Wilhelmus;  the  three  of  them  agree  in  1803  to 
sell  to  Abraham  Diefendorf ;  Jonas  agrees  to  keep  father  and  mother  as 
long  as  they  shall  live;  Jonas  lived  on  the  westerly  end  of  the  Lot,  com¬ 
monly  called  the  Old  Farm;  Wilhelmus  and  Nicholas  destroy  the  lease; 
Nicholas  died  in  the  summer  of  1805  without  a  will,  leaving  his  wife, 
Susannah,  and  Annie  Dillenbach,  Magdalena  Dillenbach,  Abraham  Dil- 
lenbach,  John  Dillenbach,  his  only  children,  all  infants  at  the  death  of 
their  father;  the  widow,  Susannah,  married  Samuel  Stevens.  What  re¬ 
dress  Jonas  secured  we  do  not  know. 

Wilhelm  was  a  Trustee  of  the  Geisenberg  Lutheran  Church,  with  a 
Dunckel  and  a  Countryman  as  the  other  Trustees,  when  land  for  the 
Church  was  given  some  time  previous  to  1767. 

Wilhelm  at  one  time  owned  a  slave,  as  the  following  excerpts  from  an 
old  bill  of  sale  recently  uncovered  clearly  shows: 

BILL  OF  SALE 

Know  all  men  by  these  present,  that  I,  Isaac  Ellwood  of  Canajohary,  in 
the  County  of  Montgomery,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  Seventy 
Pounds  *  *  *  have  bargained,  sold,  sell,  release,  grant  and  confirm 

unto  William  Dillenbach  of  Canajohary  *  *  *  a  certain  Negro  Woman 

of  about  twenty  six  years  of  age:  To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  Negro 
Woman  a  Slave  *  *  *  In  witness  whereof  I  the  said  Isaac  Ellwood 

have  to  these  presents  set  my  hand  and  Seal  this  16th  day  of  Febr.  In 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  Thousand  seven  hundrede  and  Ninety  Three.

»  ELISABETHA  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  1725  in  Stone  Ara¬ 
bia.  Judging  by  the  name  in  connection  with  baptismal  sponsors,  she 
married  JOHANNES  LEDERER.  Their  children  (Lederers,  Lathers) 
were: 

38  Margretha,  August  22,  1755  (died  in  infancy). 

39  Catherina,  August  24,  1756.  Henrich  Dagstetter  and  wife,  Caterina. 

40  Christian,  January  9,  1758.  Maria  Tillenbach,  Christian  Groff. 
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41  Johannes,  September  21,  1759.  Johannes,  son  of  Severinus  Dygert  i 

and  Catharina,  daughter  of  Andreas  Finck. 

42  Christina,  July  26,  1761.  Christine,  Johannes  Vander  Werken’s 

Hausfrau. 

43  Elizabeth,  confirmed  in  1778. 

44  Magdalena,  September  4,  1770.  Sebastian  Holzheffer,  Magdalena 

Klein. 

Elizabeth  was  sponsor  for  Elizabeth  Dillenbach  of  Henrich  and  wife 
in  Stone  Arabia  on  December  6,  1751,  and  for  Catharine  of  Henrich  and 
wife  on  January  22,  1744. 

O  MARTINUS  DILLENBACH  was  born  about  1729  in  Stone  Ara¬ 
bia.  He  is  probably  buried  in  the  Geisenberg  Lutheran  Church  yard  in 
Hallsville.  In  1744,  a  Martinus,  Jr.,  signed  a  deed,  making  his  mark.  If 
he  was  the  Martinus  above,  then  he  was  born  before  1729,  and  we  think 
he  was.  The  Census  of  1790  enumerates  a  Martinus  Dillebach  living  in 
the  Canajoharie  District  with  1  male  over  16,  and  himself,  and  3  males 
under  16,  and  2  free  females.  The  1800  Census  does  not  mention  him 
at  all.  The  deed  mentioned  above  was  given  by  the  Lutherans  of  Stone 
Arabia  to  the  Reformed  Church  there,  when  they  divided  the  jointly  held 
glebe  lot.  In  1754,  he  made  his  mark  on  a  deed  where  the  clerk  spelled 
his  name,  Marte  Dillenbag. 

He  reported  for  duty  in  Capt.  Soffrines  Deychert’s  Company  when  Sir 
William  Johnson  issued  a  call,  on  March  20,  1757,  for  troops  to  march 
to  Fort  William  Henry  at  the  head  of  Lake  George.  They  returned  to 
their  homes  March  29.  They  probably  did  not  reach  the  Fort. 

He  failed  to  report  for  duty  when  the  same  company  was  called  out  on 
July  24,  1763,  for  service  at  German  Flatts  (Herkimer).  It  was  harvest 
time  and  his  brothers  Christian  and  Wilhelm  failed  to  report.  All  three 
incurred  the  displeasure  of  Sir  William  who  had  to  enforce  discipline  for 
the  safety  of  the  Valley  inhabitants.  A  letter  from  Hendrick  Frey  of 
Canajoharie,  dated  December  29,  1763,  to  Sir  William  mentions  the  de¬ 
fiance  of  the  sergeants  by  Martinus  Dillenbag,  Jr.  On  January  10,  1764 
he  is  cited  to  appear  before  Justice  Hendrick  Frey  to  answer  a  charge  of 
assault  and  battery  committed  before  the  house  of  Wilhelmus  Dillenbag 
on  William  Laux,  a  sergeant  of  Militia.  This  letter  was  dated  at  Albany. 
They  were  trying  to  collect  a  fine  for  his  failure  to  report  for  military 
duty  and  he  evidently  gave  the  sergeant  a  beating.  Another  letter  from 
Frey  on  February  1,  encloses  proceedings  against  him,  considers  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  his  punishment  and  suggests  a  device  for  his  apprehension.  The 
letters  were  burned  in  the  State  Capitol  fire. 

In  1787  Abraham  A.  Lansing  of  Albany,  deeded  to  Martynus  Tillepagh 
of  Canajoharie,  Lot  No.  17  in  the  Lansing  Patent  south  of  the  Mohawk. 
So  he  was  living  south  of  the  river  before  1787.  His  last  child  to  find 
record  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  Church  book  was  born  in  1773.  On 
January  13,  1791  Martinus  Tillebach  signed  another  deed  covering  Lot  17 
in  the  Windecker  Patent.  The  deed  was  recorded  on  September  25.  1809, 
18  years  after  the  sale  or  transfer.  In  this  deed,  he  refers  to  4  sons  in  the 
order  followed  below. 
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He  married  CATHARINE  ROSNER  of  Stone  Arabia.  They  are  both 
probably  lying  in  unmarked  graves  in  the  Geisenberg  cemetery. 

Their  children  were: 

45  Baltus,  about  1764. 

46  David,  about  1755. 

47  Johannes  M.,  February  26,  1769. 

48  Jonas  M.,  May  30,  1771. 

49  Catharine,  February  2,  1773. 

Some  of  his  children  left  the  south  side  of  the  Mohawk  and  moved  to 
Oswego  county,  N.  Y.  He  was  sponsor  for  Martinus  Casselman  in  1771, 
for  Magdalena  Dillenbach  in  1771,  for  Martinus  Nestel,  of  Martinus  and 
Elizabeth  in  1776.  He  died  before  1808. 

lO  JOHN  DIETRICH  DILLENBACH  was  born  about  1730  in 
Stone  Arabia.  He  died  not  earlier  than  1808.  We  believe  that  the  fol¬ 
lowing  record,  found  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Reformed  Church  Register  re¬ 
fers  to  him  and  correctly  sets  forth  the  date  of  his  death:  "Mr.  Dillenbach 
died  September  8,  1814,  aged  81  years,  3  months.”  This  would  bring  his 
birth  in  1733. 

Dittrick  Dillenbag  reported  for  military  duty  on  March  20,  1757  when 
Sir  William  Johnson  called  the  militia  out  to  proceed  to  Fort  William 
Henry,  located  at  the  head  of  Lake  George.  He  was  in  Capt.  Soffrines 
Deychert’s  Company.  Six  years  later,  in  1763,  Dirck  Dillenbag  respond¬ 
ed  for  duty  at  German  Flatts  (Herkimer)  with  the  same  Palatine  Dis¬ 
trict  Regiment  and  the  same  company.  His  name  appears  in  Census  Re¬ 
cords  and  deeds  as  Richard. 

The  Census  of  1790  gives  Richard  Dyllebach  in  Palatine,  with  1  male 
over  16  (himself),  2  males  under  16,  6  free  females.  The  Census  of 
1800  gives  him,  1  male  10-16,  1  male  over  45,  1  female  10-l6,  1  female 
over  45,  1  slave.  This  census  record  does  not  agree  with  the  Family  Bi¬ 
ble.  Personally  we  cannot  put  full  faith  in  the  first  few  censuses. 

It  is  very  probable  that  one  of  the  John  Dillenbachs  appearing  in  the 
Revolutionary  Rosters  was  this  John  Dietrich.  It  hardly  seems  that  with 
so  many  of  the  family  in  the  militia,  he  would  be  absent. 

In  1808,  Richard  Dillinbach  and  wife,  Mary,  of  the  Town  of  Palatine 
deeded  to  Daniel  Dillenbach  of  the  Town  of  Palatine,  Lot  18  in  Stone 
Arabia  Patent  beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Lot  19.  There  were 
100  acres  and  they  received  $600  for  it.  Daniel,  who  is  named  as  Rich¬ 
ard’s  son,  promises  to  clothe,  board  and  keep  Richard  and  his  wife  for 
their  natural  lives,  and  is  bonded  to  do  so  for  the  sum  of  $5,000.  This 
Lot  was  the  portion  that  fell  to  Suffrenes  Deychert  in  the  first  division 
of  the  Patent  and  lay  directly  south  and  west  of  the  Churches,  later  to 
be  known  as  the  Jacob  Nellis  farm;  or  if  it  was  Lot  18,  of  the  2nd  Divi¬ 
sion,  it  lay  east  of  the  Churches. 

We  are  indebted  to  Jesse  Dillenbeck  of  Johnstown,  N.  Y.,  and  later 
of  California,  a  great  grandson  of  Dietrich,  for  some  information  con¬ 
cerning  this  line.  Dietrich  is  probably  buried  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Church 
Yard  (Lutheran). 
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He  married  in  1766,  MARIA  (or  MARY)  MAYNARD  (or  MY- 
NARD).  She  was  bom  in  1745  and  died  on  May  15,  1813.  He  sur¬ 
vived  her  for  a  year.  Her  burial  record  gives  them  9  children,  3  sons 
and  6  daughters.  Three  children  preceded  hex  in  death,  probably  2  in¬ 
fant  daughters  and  her  son  Benjamin,  whose  marriage  and  issue  we  know 
nothing  of.  She  was  in  her  68th  year  at  her  death  and  had  been  married 
47  years.  There  were  37  grandchildren  living  when  she  died.  Five  years 
before  her  death  she  suffered  a  stroke  and  was  confined  to  her  bed  there¬ 
after.  She  is  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Church  Yard.  The  funeral  was  held 
in  the  Church  on  May  17,  1813. 

Dietrich’s  Bible  purchased  about  1754,  and  in  1897  in  the  possession  of 
Daniel  Dillenbeck’s  family  of  Hastings,  Nebr.,  together  with  the  baptis¬ 
mal  records  give  us  the  following  list  of  children:

Dietrich  was  sponsor  for  Diedrich  Casselman  in  1753  in  Stone  Arabia. 
He  and  wife  for  Benjamin  Bauder  of  Michael  and  Catherina  in  1792, 
and  for  Johannes  Bayer  in  1761.  Did  Catherina  marry  Michael  Bau¬ 
der? 

Maria  married  Robert  Flint.  Robert  C.  Flint  and  wife  Maria  were 
sponsors  for  Cornelius  Flint,  a  twin  sister  of  Caty  Flint,  born  April  28,' 
1814.  The  parents  of  the  twins  were  Robert  C.  Flint  and  wife  Maria. 
Jacob  A.  Flint  and  wife  Catherina  were  sponsors  for  Caty.  The  baptism 
occurred  May  29,  1814,  and  is  recorded  in  the  Geisenberg  Church  Book. 
Magdalena  married  a  Kimball  or  a  Bartlett.  We  think  Benjamin  died 
in  infancy. 

11  JOHN  BALTASAR  (BALTUS)  DILLENBACH  was  born  iiji 
Stone  Arabia  about  1733.  He  was  probably  married  twice.  His  first  wife' 
was  ANNA  MARIA  METZGAR  whom  he  married  on  August  7,  1763. 
Of  this  union  six  children  were  born: 

57  Johannes  B.,  June  27,  1764. 

58  Jacob,  January  16,  1767. 

59  Elizabeth,  May  28,  1769.

62a  Mary,  December  26,  1785  who  married  Frederick  Ba.uter  (Bau¬ 
der)  and  had  Angeline  who  married  W.  L.  West  and  lived  in 
Redwood,  N.  Y. 

The  date  of  Baltus’  death  is  not  known.  He  is  buried  either  in  the 
Stone  Arabia  or  Geisenberg  Cemetery.  He  lived  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Stone  Arabia  Churches  near  the  present  village  of  Palatine  Bridge. 
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He  was  probably  married  a  second  time  for  the  records  show  that  he 
and  his  wife  "Elizabeth”  were  sponsors  in  1796  for  John  Baltus  Nestel, 
son  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  Nestel. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  militia.  The  records  show  that  he  reported 
for  duty  in  March  1757,  in  Capt.  Soffrines  Deychert’s  Company  for  the 
contemplated  march  to  Fort  William  Henry  at  the  head  of  Lake  George. 
Here  he  is  listed  as  Baltes  Dillenbag.  He  was  with  the  same  Company 
on  July  24,  1763  which  went  to  the  relief  of  the  German  Flatts. 

The  Census  of  1790  lists  him  in  the  Palatine  District  with  4  males 
over  16  (including  himself),  1  male  under  16,  and  6  free  females. 

In  1770  "'Balthasar  Dillenbag”  worked  9  1-2  days  cutting  timber  at 
5  shillings  per  day  for  a  church  that  was  built  for  the  Indians  at  Cana- 
johary  (now  Indian  Castle).  This  may,  however,  refer  to  Balthasar  (24), 
Christian’s  son. 

Baltus  saw  service  in  the  Revolution  and  was  probably  present  at  Oris- 
kany.  His  name  appears  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  Roster  (New  York 
Manuscript  Records,  Vol.  Ill)  : 

Cert.  No.  10761  for  3  pounds,  7  shillings,  6  pence  (date  burned)  issued 
to  Baltus  Dillenbach  for  services  as  private  in  Capt.  Jacob  Diffendorf’s 
company  of  Lt.  Col.  Samuel  Clyde’s  regiment  of  Tryon  County  Militia 
(Canajoharie  District). 

Cert.  No.  10831  (amount  burned)  November  1,  1780,  issued  to  Baltus 
Tillebach  for  services  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Jacob  Diffendorf’s  company. 

There  is  a  tradition  in  this  line  of  the  family  that  Baltus  and  his  family 
narrowly  escaped  massacre  in  the  Tory-Indian  Raid  of  1780  which  laid 
waste  to  the  Otsquago  Valley. 

Maria  Metzger  was  an  heir  to  the  $60,000,000  estate  of  Theobald  Von 
Metzger,  Baron  Weibnom,  who  died  in  Holland  in  1681.  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Holland  decided  against  the  heirs,  the  most  direct  of  whom 
live  in  New  York  State.  The  Imperial  Government  of  Germany,  through 
Count  Bismarck  interested  itself  in  the  matter,  but  nothing  has  ever  been 
done  in  final  settlement. 

12  JOHN  DAVID  DILLENBACH  was  born  about  1735.  He  ap¬ 
pears  as  the  youngest  child  of  Martin  the  first  immigrant,  in  Somers’ 
Schoharie  Record.  His  brother,  Martin  named  a  son  after  him  about 
1766.  As  this  is  all  we  know  of  John  David,  it  is  thought  that  he  died 
a  young  man. 

Second  and  Third  Qenerations 

13  MARIA  ELIZABETH  DILLENBACH  daughter  of  Johannes 
(see  3),  is  lost  in  the  confusion  of  the  early  records.  Maria  Elizabeth 
Tsillabach,  daughter  of  Johannes  Tillenpaugh,  married  FREDERICK 
GELER,  according  to  the  records  of  the  old  Caughnawaga  Reform 
Church.  If  this  be  she,  she  was  past  40  years  of  age  when  she  was  mar¬ 
ried. 

Another  possibility  is  the  marriage  recorded  in  the  Old  Dutch  Church 
records  of  New  York  City  of  Elizabeth  daughter  of  Johannes,  and  JACOB 
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METZGER  in  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  in  1744.  In  this  record  she  is  called 
Dillenbag,  Tilleback,  Tillebach,  Tillebag  and  Tillebakker  and  her  hus¬ 
band  Metzker  and  Meldsger  and  a  note  is  made  that  they  were  from 
Rhinebeck.  If  this  is  our  Elizabeth,  they  had  (Metzger)  :

“In  1760,  Elizabeth  Dillenbag,  h.  von  David  Davidson  and  Jacob  Metzger 
sponsors  for  Elizabet  Gresman  of  Garel  and  Anna  Fronica  Berg.” 

14  ANNA  MARGRETHA  DILLENBACH  was  born  on  December 
22,  1733,  in  Stone  Arabia.  She  married  JOHN  FREDERICK  RIES,  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  Church,  on  August  6,  1754.  Rev.  Peter 
Nicholas  Somers  married  them.  Their  children  (Ries)  :

Anna  mothered  a  large  family,  even  for  that  day  of  large  families. 
The  following  account  of  her  death  and  burial  is  found  in  the  Stone  Ara¬ 
bia  Lutheran  record,  written  by  Pastor  Domier: 

“The  widow  of  Rev.  Johan  Friederich  Riess  died  June  13,  1812  at  10 
P.  M.,  aged  76  years,  6  months.  She  lived  in  wedlock  37  years  and  was 
the  mother  of  12  children,  8  sons  and  4  daughters.  Five  sons  and  4 
daughters  were  living  at  her  death.  She  saw  63  grandchildren  and  8 
great  grandchildren.  She  was  sick  only  18  days.  She  was  buried  in  the 
Stone  Arabia  Church  graveyard  on  Monday,  June  15  at  3  P.  M.” 

15  ANDREW  DILLENBACH  was  born  December  29,  1736  in 
Stone  Arabia  and  married  CATHARINA  FINCK  on  November  27,  1764. 
Their  children:

Dillebach. 

76  Catharine,  March  3,  1768,  died  in  infancy.

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Baptismal  witnesses  for  Andrew  were  Andrew  Nelis  and  Anna  Maria 
Schulz.  He  responded  to  Sir  William  Johnson’s  call  for  troops  on  March 
20,  1757  to  march  to  Ft.  William  Henry.  He  was  in  Capt.  Soffrines 
Deychert’s  Company.  The  Company  disbanded  on  March  29,  of  that 
year.  Andrew  was  then  21  years  of  age.  Again,  on  July  24,  1763, 
when  the  alarm  went  out  that  German  Flatts  was  in  danger  of  attack,  An¬ 
drew  responded.  He  was  a  signer  of  the  petition  sent  to  Sir  William 
Johnson  dated  March  29,  1768,  when  the  Lutheran  congregation  of  Stone 
Arabia  had  lost  its  deed  to  their  property,  and  petitioned  Sir  William 
to  compel  the  giving  of  a  new  deed. 

He  was  active  in  the  events  leading  up  to  the  Revolution.  He  was  at 
first  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Palatine  Militia.  In  1776,  he,  with  Capt.  John 
Zielley  and  others,  were  made  a  Committee  of  Vigilance  to  procure  arms 
and  equipment  for  the  Militia.  In  1777,  he  marched  on  Oriskany  as 
Lieutenant  in  Capt.  Severines  Cook’s  Company,  Col.  Klock’s  New  York 
Regiment  under  Gen.  Herkimer.  In  the  Battle  of  Oriskany,  on  August 
6,  1777,  he  was  Acting  Captain,  and  was  shot  through  the  head  and  died 
instantly.  George  Walter  was  an  eye  witness  of  his  death,  and  from 
his  account,  Stone,  in  his  "Life  of  Brant’’  procured  the  facts.  Stone  says 
"this  officer  had  declared  he  would  not  be  taken  alive."  He  probably 
knew  the  way  the  Indians  tortured  prisoners  taken  in  war.  During  the 
terrific  fighting  in  the  ambuscade  into  which  General  Herkimer’s  troops 
were  trapped,  three  of  Johnson’s  Greens  set  upon  him.  One  of  his  as¬ 
sailants  seized  the  Captain’s  gun,  but  he  suddenly  wrenched  it  from  him 
and  felled  him  with  the  musket  butt.  He  shot  the  second  dead,  and 
thrust  the  bayonet  through  a  third.  But  in  the  moment  of  triumph  a  ball 
laid  him  low.  A  tradition  in  the  family  says  that  the  gun  that  killed  the 
Captain  was  fired  by  a  Tory  neighbor  living  on  the  farm  adjoining  the 
Old  Homestead  and  one  with  whom  Captain  Andrew  had  grown  up 
and  into  whose  family  his  oldest  daughter  was  to  marry.  If  so,  it  only 
reveals  the  intense  feeling  that  raged  through  the  valley  in  the  days  of 
the  Revolution. 

He  had  previously  instructed  his  comrades,  in  case  he  did  not  survive 
the  battle,  to  take  his  silver  shoe  and  knee  buckles  and  pocketbook  home 
to  his  wife.  This  they  did  after  they  had  carried  his  dead  body  into  a 
nearby  field  of  tall  wheat  to  prevent  his  being  found  and  scalped. 

We  have  established  the  identical  spot  where  he  fell.  Beside  a  spring, 
which  today  issues  from  a  declivity  not  far  from  the  old  corduroy  road 
which  led  through  the  ravine,  this  hero  gave  his  life.  When  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  battle  was  celebrated  in  1877,  your  historian’s  father, 
[Luther  Dillenbeck,  and  Luther’s  brother,  Charles  A.,  together  with  David 
|C.,  son  of  Charles  and  one  William  Reynolds,  visited  the  battlefield 
[They  saw  a  sign  nailed  upon  a  tree  near  the  spring  upon  which  was 
Sprinted:  "Here  Captain  Andrew  Dillenbach  was  killed.”  In  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1930,  your  historian,  in  company  with  his  son,  Marsden  V.  and 
his  brother,  John  W.,  accompanied  David  C.  to  the  Oriskany  Battlefield. 
After  a  lapse  of  over  50  years,  David  C.  located  the  spring  and  estab-

lished  the  spot  where  Captain  Andrew  breathed  his  last.  He,  with  others 
was  never  buried,  and  for  months  after  the  battle  travelers  detoured 
around  the  field  to  avoid  the  stench  of  decaying  flesh. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  descendants  of  the  Captain  will  some  day  erect  a  ; 
monument  upon  the  spot. 

The  Captain  had  a  useful  life,  short  though  it  was.  The  records  are 
full  of  his  activities  in  the  valley.  He  was  sponsor  for  baby  Andreas 
Wirth  (Wirt)  in  1755;  for  baby  Maria  Margretha  Wagner  in  1755; 
for  baby  Christian  Devi  in  1756;  for  Geret  Loescher  (a  nephew)  in 
1763;  for  baby  Catharine  Nestel  (a  niece)  in  1770;  for  Conrad  Dillen- 
beck  (a  nephew)  in  1772;  for  baby  Maria  Nestel  (a  niece)  in  1772  ;| 
for  Catharine  Dillenback,  of  his  cousin  Martin  and  wife  in  1773;  for 
Anna,  Andreas  Finck’s  negress  in  1774.  He  was  esteemed  to  the  extent 
that  he  was  sought  after  as  witness  to  wills  and  agreements  and  as  an 
executor  of  estates.  He  is  the  first  of  the  family  born  in  America  to 
bear  the  name  Andreas  (Andrew).  But  few  generations  have  lived 
without  this  name. 


His  daughter  was  born  more  than  six  months  after  his  death,  and  his 
only  son,  Andrew,  was  2  years  and  3  months  old  then,  while  the  oldest 
child  was  only  11  years  of  age.  Quite  a  load  for  the  widow  Otharina.  ] 
She  married  early  in  1780  Captain  John  Zielley,  Andrew’s  intimate 
friend,  and  a  neighbor  living  about  a  mile  across  the  fields.  She  bore 
him  a  number  of  children,  who  received  preference  over  Captain  An¬ 
drew’s  children,  much  to  the  disruption  of  family  associations.  Where 
Captain  Andrew’s  children  were  brought  up,  whether  in  the  Zielley  home 
or  on  the  Old  Homestead,  we  do  not  know.  But  we  are  inclined  to 
think  that  they  remained  on  Dillenbach  soil,  probably  under  the  care  of 
Grandfather  Henrich,  and  Grandmother  Anna  Margretha.  Such  often 
is  the  late-in-life  task  of  grandparents. 

Catharina  Finck  died  in  February,  1813,  a  year  after  Captain  Andrew’s 
mother  passed  on.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Andreas  Finck  and  his  wife 
Margaret  Acker.  The  Fincks  were  married  in  Schoharie.  They  settled 
not  far  west  of  the  old  Dillenbach  Homestead.  Capt.  Andrew  and  his 
wife  had  grown  up  together.  Andreas  Finck,  in  his  will  drawn  1786, 
mentions  Catharina,  wife  of  John  Sealy  (Zielley) . 

The  Fincks,  with  the  Loucks,  and  the  Eakers  came  from  near  Itstein 
in  that  part  of  Germany  which  later  became  part  of  the  Grand  Duchy 
of  Hesse-Nassau,  in  Prussia. 

Capt.  Andrew’s  son,  Andrew,  in  1853  made  application  for  a  pension 
for  his  father’s  service  in  the  Revolution.  The  pension  was  not  granted 
for  there  was  no  law  then  extending  pension  to  surviving  children.  (See; 
War  Pension  Claim  R.  2955).  In.  1853  Andrew  was  the  only  child  liv-j 
ing,  aged  78  years. 


16  ANNA  MARIA  DILLENBACH  was  born  December  7,  1738, 
in  Stone  Arabia.  Her  sponsors  at  baptism  were  Christian  Dillebach  and 
Catherine  lis  Wagner,  and  Peter  Wagner  and  wife,  Maria  Margretha. 
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She  married  September  27,  1763  JOHANNES  LOESCHER,  about  8 
months  after  her  younger  sister  had  married  Geret  Loescher,  whom  we 
think  was  a  brother  to  Johannes.  Geret  was  born  at  The  Camp  and  was 
a  son  of  Conrad.  Apparently  two  brothers  came  to  the  Mohawk  Valley 
and  both  married  Dillenbachs.  The  Lasher  Genealogy  does  not  mention 
the  Mohawk  Valley  Lashers  at  all,  the  historian  apparently  being  ob¬ 
livious  to  the  fact  that  the  Lashers  in  the  two  valleys  were  of  one  family 
as  the  Stone  Arabia  records  testify. 

Johannes  and  Anna  Maria  were  sponsors  for  Maria  Keyser  in  1792 
(Caughnawaga  Records),  daughter  of  Peter  Keyser  and  Margretha  Tillc- 
bach.  She  was  sponsor  for  Christian  Lederer  in  1758;  for  Anna  Mar¬ 
gretha  Salzman  in  1755 ;  and  for  Maria  Casselman  in  1759.  Their  children 
(Loescher,  Lasher)  :

IT  ELIZABETHA  DII.LENBACH  was  born  on  April  4,  1740  in 
Stone  Arabia.  John  Christian  was  sponsor  at  her  baptism,  also  Catharine 
Elizabeth  Wagner.  She  married  April  10,  1764,  MARTIN  NESTEL, 
JR.,  the  beginning  of  a  long  list  of  intermarriages  of  Dillenbachs  and 
Sfestles.  They  were  sponsors  for  Martin  Nostel  of  Gottlieb  Nostel  and 
Barbara  Elizabeth  in  1782  (German  Flatts).  The  family  Bible  in  which 
Martin  kept  a  record  came  to  hand  through  Fay  Sitterly  of  Johnstown 
who  received  it  from  Daniel  Nestle.  The  Bible  was  printed  in  1730,  in 
Tubingen,  Germany,  by  Johann  Cotta.  Their  children  were  (Nestle)  :

Ill  HEINRICH  DILLENBACH,  JR.,  was  born  on  March  29,  1741 
in  Stone  Arabia.  Sponsors  at  his  baptism  were  Martin  Tillenbach  and 
Anna  Devison.  On  a  tombstone  found  in  the  old  Geisenberg  Church 
Cemetery  in  Hallsville,  which  stone  we  believe  to  be  this  Henry’s,  we 
read  that  he  died  on  May  17,  1821,  aged  78  years,  2  mos.  and  11  days. 
If  this  is  true  he  was  born  on  March  6,  1743.  We  believe  the  Church 
Record  to  be  correct.  Old  people  sometimes  forget  their  age.  This 
tombstone  is  now  in  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  at  Stone  Arabia.  It  is  the 
oldest  stone  we  have  in  the  whole  family.  We  know  but  little  of  the 
descendants  of  this  Henry.  He  married  CATHERINE  BARBARA 
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SHIJLTS  of  Stone  Arabia  before  1768.  We  know  of  one  child: 


96  Catharina,  March  3,  1768.  Gerret  Loescher,  Catharina. 


There  were  probably  more  children  for  Henry  and  wife  were  sponsors 
as  late  as  1799.  The  Census  of  1790  names  a  Henry  Dillenbach,  living 
in  Palatine  with  2  males  over  16  (one  himself),  4  males  under  16,  5  free 
females,  2  slaves.  This  would  make  9  children  for  this  Henry,  5  sons 
and  4  daughters. 

By  the  terms  of  his  father’s  will  he  inherits  100  acres  in  the  Geisen- 
berg  section.  The  father  died  in  1795.  We  conclude  from  the  Census  Re¬ 
cord  that  he  was  north  of  the  River  in  1790.  Why  there  is  no  record  and 
why  we  cannot  find  his  descendants  is  the  big  mystery  in  this,  the  second 


Dillenbach  generation. 


We  think  he  moved  to  the  South  side  before  1800,  after  his  children 
were  all  born.  The  Geisenberg  Records  begin  with  1793  and  the  name 
of  Henrich  and  Catharine  appear  as  sponsors  more  than  once.  Tradition 
says  there  is  an  earlier  volume  of  Church  Records  of  this  Church,  but 
after  10  years  of  diligent  search  we  have  not  found  it.  It  would  throw 
much  light  on  the  descendants  of  Martin  II,  William  and  this  Henry. 

By  a  process  of  elimination  upon  the  Dillenbachs  recorded  in  the 
Geisenberg  Record  we  believe  that  in  addition  to  the  daughter  above 
mentioned,  Henry  and  Catharine  had:

Hendrick  Dillenbag,  Jr.,  responded  to  the  call  to  arms  on  July  24, 
1763,  and  was  a  member  of  Capt.  Soffrines  Deychert’s  Company.  He  was 
in  Col.  Klock’s  regiment  of  Tryon  County  Militia.  Without  a  doubt 
he  was  present  at  Oriskany  where  his  brother,  Andrew,  was  killed.  His 
Revolutionary  record  appears  in  the  New  York  State  Archives  in  "Cer¬ 
tificates  of  Treasurer,”  Vol.  1,  pp.  68,  78,  80,  82,  90,  93;  Vol.  4,  pp.  129. 


“Certificate  No.  1191,  issued  (date  burned)  for  £4-10s-8d.  to  Henry  Dil¬ 
lenbach  for  services  as  sergeant  in  Capt.  John  Breadbake’s  Co.  of  Col. 
Klock’s  regiment.” 

“Certificate  No.  18898,  issued  December  31,  1782  for  (amount  burned) 
to  Hendk.  Dellenbag,  for  services  as  sergeant  in  Capt.  Bradbig’s  Co.  of 
Col.  Klock’s  regiment.” 


On  the  back  of  the  Parchment  Deed  given  by  the  Reformed  Church 
of  Stone  Arabia  to  the  Lutheran  Church  of  Stone  Arabia,  dated  December 
29,  1770,  appears  the  following  transfer  of  interest: 


“To  all  Christian  people  to  Whome  this  present  Written  Schalt  or  may 
Come  Concerning  Know  ye  that  Whereas  me  hereunto  Moving  to  Trans¬ 
fer  all  My  power  and  Authority  which  I  have  in  this  within  Instrument 
of  Writen  to  the  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutherin  Congregation  of 
Stonerabi  and  for  no  other  use  of  for  the  only  Use  Benefit  and  Behoof 
of  the  Said  Lutherin  Church  of  the  same  has  been  assigned  to  me  By 
Christopher  Schultz,  Jacob  Shults,  and  Johannes  Empie.  Witnesseth 
my  hand  and  Seal.  HENDRICK  DILLENBACH,  JR.” 


19  CATHARINE  DILLENBACH  was  born  on  December  26,  1743. 
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Pastor  Somers  baptized  her  on  January  22,  1744,  and  recorded  it  in  both 
Schoharie  and  Stone  Arabia.  She  married  GERET  LOSCHER,  son  of 
Conrad,  born  at  the  Camp  on  the  Hudson,  on  December  29,  1723.  Gerei 
was  quite  likely  a  brother  of  Johannes  who  married  Catharine’s  sister. 
They  were  married  on  February  1,  1763.  Geret  was  then  40  years  old, 
she  20.  Pastor  Somers  says  Catharine  was  born  at  Cani-scohare,  which 
was  "At  the  River,"  a  designation  given  to  the  Palatine  Church  neigh¬ 
borhood.  Was  she  born  at  her  grandmother  Wagner’s?  Quite  likely. 
Their  children  (Lasher)  :

Geret  died  in  1802  without  a  will,  and  his  wife  was  given  letters  of 
administration. 

20  JOHANNES  (JOHN)  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Ara¬ 
bia  on  January  13,  1747.  At  his  baptism  the  sponsors  were  Martin  Til¬ 
lenbach,  John  Schnell  and  Magdalena  Oehl  (Ehle).  On  November  7, 
1769,  he  was  married  to  MARIA  EVA  SPRECHER  (Spraker),  daughter 
of  George  Sprecher  and  Maria  House.  George  was  born  in  Germany. 
Rev.  Theophilus  England,  w'hose  namesake  later  was  to  marry  their 
youngest  daughter,  performed  the  ceremony.  They  had  15  children  as 
follows:

Early  in  life,  John  located  in  East  Stone  Arabia,  where  his  grandson, 
Josiah.  and  his  son,  Benjamin,  lived  in  later  years.  On  May  3,  1819. 
the  sheriff  sold  John  Dillenbaugh’s  farm  of  140  acres  in  Palatine,  bound¬ 
ed  on  the  west  by  Henry  I.  Dillenbaugh,  on  the  north  by  Henry  I.  Dil- 
lenbaugh,  John  Van  Wie  and  John  Seeley,  on  the  east  by  Phillip  Kilts 
and  John  Dewandler,  and  on  the  south  by  Conrad  Lasher.  The  highest 
bid  was  for  $305,  and  it  was  sold  to  his  son  Benjamin  who  continued  to 
live  on  it.  John  and  his  wife  probably  cleared  this  farm  of  w'ood  and 
stone  and  brought  it  under  cultivation.  It  was  in  the  Van  Slyck  Patent. 
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Later  on  your  Historian  was  born  on  the  Conrad  Lasher  farm  to  the  south 
adjoining. 

Here  they  raised  the  large  family.  Family  tradition  says  that  during 
the  Revolution  when  the  alarm  of  an  impending  raid  was  heard  that 
Maria  Eva  would  gather  her  four  or  five  little  ones  about  her,  her  hus¬ 
band  absent  with  the  militia,  and  as  hurriedly  as  possible  fly  up  the  Knad- 
erock  Valley  to  Fort  Keyser.  Indians,  however,  continued  to  live  on  the 
place  for  many  years  after  the  Revolution. 

John’s  Revolutionary  services  are  indicated  in  the  archives  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  in  "Certificates  of  Treasurer,’’  Vol.  1,  pp.  69,  81,  83;  Vol. 
4,  pp.  129,  133,  where  the  following  appear: 

“Certificate  No.  1235  issued  August  31  (year  burned),  for  £4  to  John 
Dillenbach  for  services  as  private  in  Capt.  John  Breadbake’s  Company 
of  Col.  Jacob  Klock’s  regiment  (second)  of  Tryon  County  Militia  (Pal-  ; 
atine  District).” 

“Certificate  No.  18897  issued  December  31,  1782,  for  (amount  burned) 
to  John  Dillenbag  (bach)  for  services  as  sergeant  in  Capt.  John  Brad- 
big’s  Company  of  the  above  regiment.” 

He  was  probably  in  Oriskany,  where  his  brother,  Capt.  Andrew  was 
killed.  In  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  Record  he  is  called  Capt.  John,  in 
the  record  of  his  son  George’s  marriage,  and  in  a  communion  record  of 
1813.  This  rank  became  his  in  the  State  Militia,  after  the  Revolution. 

In  1794,  he  purchased  a  farm  immediately  west  of  his  homestead  and 
deeded  it  to  Henry  I.,  his  oldest  son.  Henry  I.  deeded  it  to  Peter,  his 
son.  At  Peter’s  death  in  1846,  it  was  deeded  in  trust  to  George  Henry, 
Peter’s  son,  then  a  minor,  and  now  it  is  in  the  possession  of  James  J. 
Dillenbeck  of  Gloversville,  George  Henry’s  son. 

John  made  his  will  on  October  18,  1823.  It  was  probated  on  Decem¬ 
ber  20,  1823.  Lot  6  in  the  Van  Slyck  Patent  140  acres  (except  12  acres) 
and  5  acres  of  Lot  No.  10  were  willed  to  his  son  George.  George  also 
received  10  acres  of  Lot  16  in  the  3rd.  Division  of  the  Patent.  A  special 
gift  was  made  to  Benjamin,  and  the  daughters,  Margaret,  Hannah  (An¬ 
na)  ,  Philopenna,  and  Elizabet  are  mentioned.  Benjamin  and  George  were 
the  executors.  Philopenna  might  have  been  his  granddaughter,  the 
daughter  of  his  son  Andrew. 

He  died  in  1823  and  with  his  wife  is  buried  on  his  homestead  although 
the  markers  are  gone. 

2 1  MAGDALENA  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Arabia  on 
October  5,  1749,  was  baptised  on  October  10,  1749  by  Pastor  Somers 
of  Schoharie,  and  recorded  in  Schoharie  and  Stone  Arabia.  She  married 
JOHANNES  (JOHN)  KOCH  (COOK) ,  a  native  of  Switzerland.  John  s 
father’s  name  was  Caspar,  who  was  born  in  Steinmetz,  Canton  of  Zurich 
on  August  4,  1700  and  died  1789.  Johannes  was  born  in  1740  and  died 
in  1804. 

John  Cook  was  wounded  in  the  Battle  of  Oriskany,  where  his  brother- 
in-law  Captain  Andrew  Dillenbach  was  killed,  and  another  brother- 
in-law,  Captain  John  Dillenbach,  and  another  brother-in-law,  Henry 
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Dillenbach,  Jr.,  were  engaged.  While  wounded  he  was  found  by  an 
Oneida  Indian  to  whom  he  had  shown  a  kindness  and  this  Indian  re- 
noved  him  to  his  own  wigwam  and  later  helped  him  to  return  home.  It 
s  said  of  him  that  he  was  never  able  to  speak  English.

22  BARBARA  ELIZABETH  DILLENBACH  was  born  on  June  22, 
1752  in  Stone  Arabia.  She  was  married  on  October  29,  1771  by  Pastor 
ingland  to  GOTTLIEB  NESTEL. 

Gottlieb  died  on  January  23,  1812,  aged  68.  He  was  born  in  1744, 
urobably  in  Germany,  probably  arriving  in  America  in  company  with  his 
brother  Martin.  He  was  married  41  years  and  was  the  father  of  10 

fhildren,  4  sons  and  6  daughters.  We  have  the  birthdays  of  six  of  them, 
ne  daughter  passed  on  before  his  death.  He  suffered  a  stroke  and  for 
l  years  was  crippled  hand  and  foot.  Four  weeks  before  his  death  he 
id  a  second  stroke  which  led  to  gangrene  and  his  death.  He  was  buried 
the  Lutheran  Church  Yard  in  Stone  Arabia  by  Pastor  Domier  on  June 
i,  1812.  Their  children  (Nestle):

He  made  his  will  in  Palatine  in  1812.  He  mentions  his  wife,  but  not 
by  name  and  makes  bequests  to  his  sons,  John,  Henry  (unmarried),  Mar- 
tinus  and  Peter;  and  to  his  daughter  Mary,  wife  of  John  Cnouts,  his 
daughter  Margert,  wife  of  John  Righter,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Peter  Righter, 
and  Ustena  and  Barbel.  We  are  unable  to  trace  many  of  these  descend¬ 
ants. 

23  JOHANNES  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Arabia  about 
1738.  All  we  know  of  him  is  that  he  settled  on  Lot.  11,  3rd.  concession 
at  Osnabruck  with  his  brother  Martin.  There  was  a  J.  Delabough  who 
settled  on  Lot  7,  2nd  concession,  Cornwall  (Sec  Pringle:  Lunenburg 
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and  the  Old  Eastern  District,  pp.  408,  409,  406) .  The  records  in  Canada 
speak  of  these  men  as  having  "located”  in  1786.  "Located”  does  not 
necessarily  mean  they  dwelt  upon  all  the  land  they  "located.”  The  Ca¬ 
nadian  Census  of  1840  names  a  John  Dillidough  in  Matilda  Township, 
Dundas  County,  with  3  males  under  16,  1  male  over  16,  3  females  under 
16,  1  female  over  16.  He  is  called  a  Lutheran. 

24  BALTASAR  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Arabia  about 
1740.  We  know  but  little  more  of  him  or  his  descendants. 

In  Pringle:  Lunenburg  and  the  Old  Eastern  District,  p.  372,  Balshezar 
Tableback  is  listed  as  a  private  in  the  Grenadier  Company,  1st.  Battalion, 
King’s  Royal  Regiment  of  New  York  in  1782.  The  name  Tableback 
does  not  appear  in  records  in  New  York.  We  conclude  it  was  our  Baltas- 
ar.  On  McNiff’s  Map  of  the  Settlements  of  Upper  Canada,  drawn  in 
1786,  Balthis  Dillabaugh  settled  on  Lot  27,  2nd.  concession  at  Osna- 
bruck.  Again  in  a  list  of  Loyalists  preserved  in  the  Crown  Lands 
Department  at  Ottawa,  Bolsor  Tolbach  is  named  a  soldier  in  the  Royal 
Regiment  of  New  York. 

In  Pastor  Somers’  Schoharie  Lutheran  record,  we  find  the  names  of 
the  following  Dillenbach  children  who  were  confirmed  by  him  in  1782- 
83.  He  adds  the  note  that  they  were  from  the  Helleberg.  In  his  day 
"Helleberg”  meant  a  section  between  present  Altamont  and  Schoharie 
roughly  comprising  the  present  Heldeberg  mountains  in  Albany  County 
and  Schoharie  County.

These  children  were  grandchildren  without  a  doubt  of  Christian  and 
Maria  Six.  They  were  the  children  of  Johannes,  Baltasar,  Peter  or  Mar¬ 
tin,  the  sons  of  Christian. 

25  CHRISTIAN  DILLENBACH,  son  of  Christian,  was  born  in 
Stone  Arabia  about  1742.  He  married  on  August  9,  1770  ANNA  MAR- 
GRETHA  WORMUTH.  Their  children  were:

The  Canadian  records  were  searched  by  A.  F.  Bennett,  Secretary  of  the 
Genealogical  Society  of  Utah.  He  lives  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  much  of 
the  information  we  have  concerning  the  line  of  the  three  Christians  after 
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fhey  settled  in  Canada  was  obtained  from  him,  a  lineal  descendant  of 
Ihristian. 

This  Christian,  called  Christian,  Jr.,  in  the  Colonial  Records  of  the 
State  reported  on  July  24,  1763,  when  Capt.  Suffrines  Dychert’s  Company 
was  called  out  at  the  time  of  the  German  Flatts  massacre.  He  was  not 
on  the  Regimental  Roll  in  1757,  probably  not  yet  16  years  old. 

We  think  this  Christian  remained  loyal  to  the  American  cause  up  to 
the  Raid  of  Sir  John  Johnson  in  the  Valley  in  1780.  He  was  a  member 
of  Capt.  Casselmann’s  Rangers,  a  selected  group  detached  from  the  Valley 
Militia  to  act  as  scouts  before  and  after  the  raids.  After  the  raid  of  1780, 
many  in  the  Valley,  formerly  patriots  regarded  the  cause  as  hopeless  and 
lent  their  services  in  one  way  or  another  to  the  enemy.  If  Christian 
remained  loyal  to  the  American  cause,  then  through  family  attachment, 
he  went  with  his  father  and  brothers  and  sisters  to  Canada.  The  ar¬ 
chives  of  the  Crown  Lands  Department  at  Ottawa  reveal  that  this  Chris¬ 
tian  "settled  Williamsburg,"  not  settled  in  Williamsburg,  but  was  the 
founder  and  leader  of  that  pioneer  group.  There  are  many  of  his  de¬ 
scendants  in  Williamsburg  and  Dunbar  today. 

26  MARTINUS  DILLENBACK,  named  after  his  grandfather,  was 
born  about  1744  in  Stone  Arabia.  His  name  is  spelled  Martheines  in 

I  Schoharie  records  and  in  deeds.  We  believe  this  is  the  boy  who  explains 
a  record  found  in  Colonial  archives  which  shows  that  Thomas  Tillebach 
of  Stone  Rabbie  enlisted  in  Capt.  John  Visher’s  Company,  which  was  re¬ 
cruited  in  the  County  and  City  of  Albany  in  May,  1762.  He  enlisted 
April  23,  1762.  We  believe  that  this  assumed  name,  Thomas,  was  taken 
by  this  Martin’s  Uncle  Martin  who  thrashed  the  constable  in  Stone  Ara¬ 
bia,  and  who  would  naturally  have  been  where  we  find  this  Martin — in 
the  "Helleberg."  He  is  described  in  the  record  of  enlistment  as  a  labor¬ 
er,  18  years  old,  5  ft.,  3  1-2  inches  tall,  with  brown  eyes,  black  hair  and 
a  dark  complexion.  There  is  no  Thomas  in  the  early  generations  of  the 
family.  Why  he  left  home  we  do  not  know. 

But  we  find  a  Martheines  Dillenback  marrying  ELIZABETH  SOM¬ 
ERS,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Peter  Nicholas  Somers  of  Schoharie  on  May 
23,  1774.  The  bride’s  father  performed  the  ceremony.  She  was  born 
February  25,  1749.  Since  Pastor  Somers  had  ministered  to  the  Dillen- 
Bbach  family  in  Stone  Arabia  from  1742  to  1751,  and  occasionally  there- 
B after,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  friendly  relations  continued  to  exist, 
Band  that  the  different  members  of  the  family  visited  Schoharie  frequent 
|  ly  where  many  friends  and  relatives  lived.  This  Martheines’  grandmoth- 
ler  had  sprung  from  the  Six  family  in  Schoharie.  So  this  might  have 
(been  just  a  natural  romance  and  the  young  man  and  the  Pastor’s  daugh¬ 
ter  having  met,  thereupon  fell  in  love  with  each  other.  His  service  with 
[the  Albany  County  militia  naturally  took  him  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Helle- 
Iberg  section.  He  continues  to  live  in  that  section,  for  some  time.  Five 
I  children  were  born  and  baptized  by  their  grandfather,  and  he  plainly 
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states  that  the  parents  lived  there  then.  His  wife  was  born  on  February 
25,  1749.  Their  children:

He  probably  was  not  in  the  Revolution  on  the  Colonial  side.  His  fath¬ 
er  and  brothers,  and  his  brother-in-law  Somers  were  all  known  for  their 
Tory  leanings.  Indeed,  they  all  may  have  taken  refuge  in  the  Helleberg 
section  which  was  called  in  those  days  "Tory  Hole.’’  In  the  "Clinton 
Papers,”  (Vol.  2,  p.  290),  we  find  that  the  Tryon  County  Committee, 
sitting  in  Chamber  September  8,  1777,  heard  one  George  Walker  con¬ 
fess  that  he  was  one  of  the  first  misled  by  Martinus  Dillenbach  and  Phil¬ 
lip  Koch. 

At  least  we  find  a  Martin  Dillabaugh,  son  of  a  soldier,  settling  on  Lot 
11,  3rd  concession  at  Osnabruck,  Ontario.  Again,  Martin  Tillebough  or 
Dilleback  settled  East  District,  Matilda.  As  a  soldier  of  the  Royal  For 
resters  he  was  restored  to  U.  E.  O.  C,  January  29,  1808. 

Before  leaving  for  Canada  he  disposed  of  his  property  in  New  York. 
On  March  29,  1785,  he  deeded  to  John  and  Jacob  Walrath  land  in  the 
Hartman-Windecker-Counterman  Patent,  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  in 
the  Geisenberg  Church  section.  It  involved  100  acres.  He  made  his 
mark.  His  wife  is  not  mentioned.  He  resided  then  at  Ranselaerswyck, 
Albany  County,  a  section  embracing  the  Helleberg. 

27  CHRISTINA  DILLENBACH  was  born  about  1747  in  Stone 
Arabia.  She  married  JACOB  FROELICH  (FRALEY)  on  April  25,  1769. 
They  were  sponsors  for  Jacob  Fryligh,  of  John  and  Marrigretta,  born 
April  25  1798,  as  recorded  in  Caughnawaga  Reformed  Church  Book. 

The  Froehlicks  (Fraligs,  Fraleys)  are  living  still  in  the  Mohawk  Valley. 
They  are  probably  descendants  of  this  Christina  or  her  sister  Anna  Mar- 
gretha  (Fralig) .  We  think  they  lived  for  a  time  in  the  southeastern 
corner  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Patent.  There  are  Fraligs  in  Canada.  She 
with  her  husband  might  have  removed  to  Canada.  From  a  baptism  re¬ 
cord  we  conclude  that  they  had  (Fraley)  :

What  connection  there  is  between  these  and  the  other  Froehlichs  in  the 
Mohawk  and  Hudson  Valleys,  and  what  relation  all  bear  to  Christine  we 
have  been  unable  to  ascertain.  The  name  is  now  quite  largely  Fraley. 
There  is,  so  family  tradition  says,  a  branch  of  this  line  in  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  where  a  Frederick  Fraley  achieved  wealth  in  the  jewelry  business 
and  became  State  Senator. 
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2»  HENRICH  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Arabia  on  Sep¬ 
tember  1,  1749.  His  birth  is  recorded  in  the  Schoharie  Record  because 
Pastor  Somers  baptized  him  on  September  3,  1749.  Henrich  Salzman 
and  wife  were  sponsors.  He  married  ROSANNA  COOK  who  was  born 
November  5,  1755.  Their  children:

This  Henry  was  loyal  to  the  British  Crown  as  were  his  father  and 
brothers.  In  1777,  the  Tryon  County  Committee  reported: 

“Henry  Dillenbach,  Jr.  alwayfe  refusing  duty  being  once  fined,  he  ex- 
aressed  himself,  that  he  put  this  now  upon  interest,  always  taking  En¬ 
emies  partie  and  when  the  Enemies  was  advancing  so  near,  he  ab¬ 
sconded  himself  in  the  woods,  upon  orders  of  this  board  being  taken 
in  full  arms  and  accuterments  and  snapped  the  gun  to  the  guard  being 
an  Intirely  Enemy  of  our  American  Cause.” 

In  1788,  he  was  a  witness  before  the  Canadian  Loyalists  Commission- 

Iers  in  Montreal,  testifying  that  he  knew'  the  late  Wm.  Schermerhorn,  wrho 
lived  at  Hilberg,  Rencellors  Manor.  He  left  the  Mohawk  Valley  after 
the  Revolution  and  settled  at  Alburgh,  Vermont.  He  located  in  what  was 
then  British  Territory,  but  when  the  boundary  was  later  established  be¬ 
tween  Vermont  and  Canada  he  was  surprised  to  find  himself  on  American 
soil.  He  died  at  Alburgh,  w'here  he  is  buried,  on  April  8,  1828.  There 
is  a  Dillabaugh  Bay  in  Lake  Champlain  bearing  witness  to  his  residence 
there.  Near  by,  Dr.  Charles  O.  Dillenback  of  Strattonville,  Pa.,  a  de¬ 
scendant  in  the  Baltus  line,  has  a  summer  home. 

Rosanna  Cook,  his  w'ife,  was  one  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Kochs,  with 
whom  other  Dillenbacks  married. 

20  ELIZABETH  DILLENBACH  w'as  born  in  Stone  Arabia  on  De¬ 
cember  6,  1751.  Some  time  around  1769  she  married  PHILIP  EMPIE, 
JR.,  (baptized  Johann  Philip),  who  w'as  born  at  Stone  Arabia  on  October 
2,  1749,  and  was  the  son  of  Philip  and  Catharine  Empie.  Their  children 
(Empie)  :

Philip,  his  father,  and  six  brothers  joined  the  British  Army;  Philip  at 
Fort  Stanwix  in  1777.  If  Philip  and  Elizabeth  moved  to  Canada  with 
their  children,  where  in  Williamsburg  and  Dunbar  there  have  been  Em- 
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pies  for  many  years,  it  was  after  1795  when  their  daughter  Margareta 
was  born. 

While  in  Stone  Arabia,  Elizabeth  and  Philip  lived  on  the  Indian  Road 
near  present  Keck  Center. 


30  ANNA  MARGRETHA  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Ara¬ 
bia  on  October  27,  1753.  Her  sponsors  were  Margretha  Tillenbach  and 
Wilhelm  Tillenbach.  She  was  sponsor  for  John  Froehlich  in  1774.  She 
married  CLEMENT  FROELICH  (FRALEY).  We  know  nothing  about 
her  descendants,  although  the  name,  Clement  Fraley,  appears  frequently 
in  later  valley  history.

If  she  married  Christian  Groff  or  Graff,  the  children  were  (Groff)  : 


32  PETER  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Arabia  before  1750. 
Colonial  records  show  that  Peter  was  held  as  a  prisoner  by  the  American 
authorities  for  a  portion  of  the  Revolution.  His  Tory  sympathies  became 
too  much  exercised  and  with  many  others  he  was  sequestered.  Crown 
Land  Department  Records  in  Ottawa  show  that  Peter  Tillebough  (also 
Delebough)  of  Williamsburg,  Ontario,  "son  of  a  soldier’’  as  such  re¬ 
ceived  200  acres  of  land  about  1794  Smith  Carter’s  Story  of  Dundas 
says  that  Peter  Dillibaugh  is  the  owner  of  Lot  6,  4th  concession  in  the 
township  of  Williamsburg,  in  the  year  1797.  It  is  plain  to  see  where  thc- 
Dillenbaughs  who  have  come  over  into  the  States  from  Canada  in  later 
years,  got  their  spelling  of  their  name. 


31  BARBARA  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Arabia.  If  she 
married  CHRISTIAN  GROFF  (GRAAVE)  in  1765,  she  was  born  about 
1745.  She  might  have  married  CHRISTIAN  RUF  (RUFF,  ROOF), 
with  which  family  the  Dillenbachs  in  early  Stone  Arabia  had  close  rela¬ 
tionship.  Sponsors  at  the  baptisms  of  Dillenbach  children  and  at  bap¬ 
tisms  of  Groffs  and  Rufs  may  indicate  either  of  the  above  husbands  for 
Barbara.  She  is  not  mentioned  in  the  Stone  Arabia  Re-Survey  of  1786, 
as  were  her  sisters,  having  died  probably  before  1786. 

We  are  inclined  to  think  she  married  the  Groff.  If  she  married  Chris¬ 
tian  Ruf  their  children,  or  some  of  them  were  (Ruf)  :

That  Eghye  Pickerd  widow  of  your  Petitioner’s  ancestor  about  the  year 
735  purchased  for  a  valuable  consideration  from  the  native  Indians  of 
Janejohary  Castle,  a  tract  of  Land  of  about  eleven  hundred  acres,  lying 
ear  the  said  Castle  and  obtained  an  Indian  Deed  therefore. 

That  the  said  Eghye  Pickerd  from  about  the  year  1738  was  in  actual 
nd  peaceable  possession  of  the  said  lands  and  continued  in  the  same 
ossession  until  her  death,  a  term  upwards  of  twenty-four  years. 

That  about  the  year  1748  the  said  Eghye  Pickerd  had  the  misfortune 
o  have  her  house  burnt  down,  in  which  the  Indian  Deed  was  consumed 
rith  everything  she  had  in  the  world;  and  the  Indians  being  sensible 
f  their  prior  sale,  on  the  20  Sept.  1760  gave  her  a  new  deed,  the  original 
f  which  can  be  produced,  and  about  a  year  afterwards  subscribed  an  ac 
nowledgment  of  satisfaction. 

That  the  possession  of  said  Lands  hath  continued  and  yet  continues  in 
le  posterity  of  the  said  Egyhe  Pickerd. 

That  Bartholomew  Pickerd  was  the  only  son  and  Heir  at  Law  of  the 
aid  Eghye  Pickerd  who  for  the  consideration  therein  mentioned  by  re- 
iase  dated  the  24th  day  of  April,  1782  conveyed  all  his  Right  and  Title 
o  your  Petitioners,  descendants  of  the  same  Egyhe  Pickerd. 

All  of  which  your  Petitioners  are  able  to  prove  by  incontrovertible 
Evidence. 

WHEREFORE  your  Petitioners  humbly  pray  your  Excellency  that  this 
leir  humble  petition  may  be  laid  before  the  commissioners  appointed 
o  determine  claims  on  Indian  Purchases.  That  their  title  may  be  in- 
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quired  into,  and  if  found  just  that  the  said  Lands  may  be  confirmed  into

Christian  was  a  private,  corporal  and  bateauman,  in  the  Revolution.

In  1777  he  per¬ 
formed  three  separate  tours  of  duty  in  Captain  Bradbig’s  Company  of 
Militia  in  Colonel  Klock’s  Regiment.  In  1778  he  served  as  bateauman 
in  the  Company  of  Captain  Samuel  Gray.  In  1779,  1780  and  1782  he 
served  three  months  more.  He  was  at  Unadilla,  Oriskany  and  Saratoga.

John  died  on  June  22,  1812,  and  was  buried  on  his  farm.  He  had 
resided  in  the  Town  of  Palatine,  previous  to  the  Revolution.

His  widow  was  granted  a  pension  on  March  4,  1831  until  her  death 
on  March  22,  1839  (see  Pension  Case  6875).

This  large  group  of  Dillenbachs  took  or  rather  inherited  the  name 
Tillapaugh.  Martin  was  still  Dillebach  when  his  son  Martin  (250) 
was  baptized  in  Stone  Arabia  in  1811.  This  group  began  to  organize 
about  the  same  time  that  the  Dillenbeck  Family  Association  was  formed. 
Most  of  them  reside  and  have  resided  in  New  York  State. 

The  following,  written  by  the  Assistant  Historian  of  the  Family,  a  de¬ 
scendant  of  Martin  and  Elizabeth,  pictures  their  lives. 

“Following  the  urge  of  the  pioneer  spirit  strong  within  him  by  inher¬ 
itance  from  his  indomitable  forefather,  Jorg  Martinus  Dallenbach,  this 
son  of  the  Family  set  forth  to  seek  his  fortune.  He  crossed  the  ridge  of 
forest  land  between  the  Mohawk  and  Schoharie  Valleys  and  went  into 
the  western  part  of  this  section.  Here  he  became  known  as  Martin 
Tillapaugh.  After  he  and  Eva  were  married  they  purchased  a  tract  of 
land  that  was  known  as  the  “Henry  Oathout  Patent,”  granted  by  the 
English  government.  With  the  determination  that  characterized  our 
early  forefathers  in  the  pioneer  days,  they  laid  the  foundation  of  a  home 
in  the  forest,  in  what  is  now  the  Town  of  Carlisle.  Logs  were  their 
building  material,  and  water  was  obtained  from  a  lime  rock  spring,  some 
distance  from  the  house.  Eva,  aside  from  the  work  and  care  of  her 
family,  wove  and  sold  linen,  a  part  of  the  proceeds  of  which  she  applied

to  the  digging  and  stoning  up  of  the  first  well  on  the  farm,  which  is 
still  in  good  condition  and  use. 

Indians  were  then  frequent  in  the  vicinity  and  many  a  time  was  the 
family  treated  to  a  call  from  the  dusky  red  man  who  sat  by  the  fireside, 
smoked  his  pipe,  conversed  with  different  members  of  the  family  as  far 
as  his  language  would  permit  and  often  departed  only  on  being  the  re¬ 
cipient  of  some  gift. 


Tillapaugh  Homestead,  Carlisle,  N.  Y. 


In  that  hospitable  home,  with  many  joys  and  some  sorrows,  were  born 
eleven  children.  On  the  death  of  the  father,  Martin,  July  1,  1849,  the 
family  circle  was  broken,  followed  three  years  later,  July  8,  1852,  by  the 
death  of  the  youngest  son,  Abram,  who  was  killed  by  the  sweep  of  a 
stump  machine  while  working  on  the  Nicholas  Osterhout  farm.  After 
the  death  of  the  father,  the  son  Jacob  resided  on  the  homestead  farm  and 
another  large  family  grew  to  manhood  ajid  womanhood  with  the  usuai 
allotment  of  joy  and  sorrow  which  invariably  comes  to  all. 

Martin  and  Eva  lived  in  the  log  house  until  1833  at  which  time  the 
present  structure  was  erected.  Those  bushes  planted  by  Eva  who  died  Au¬ 
gust  18,  1863,  are  still  growing  and  bearing  roses  although  over  one  hun¬ 
dred  years  old.  “We  die  but  our  work  still  lives,”  was  most  fully  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  bouquet  of  beautiful  roses  which  adorned  the  table  of  the 
reunion  dinner  held  at  the  State  Agricultural  College  dining  hall,  Co- 
bleskill,  N.  Y.,  July  2,  1929,  presented  by  a  granddaughter,  Mina  Tilla¬ 
paugh  Simpkins,  who  is  the  present  owner  and  occupant  of  the  old  home 
and  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  the  very  interesting  and  valued  infor¬ 
mation  of  family  history  of  which  she  has  been  a  most  careful  and  pains¬ 
taking  accountant. 
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56  DANIEL  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Arabia  on  March 
3,  1771.  He  married,  about  the  year  1806,  CATERINA  SPRAKER. 
She  was  born  March  18,  1786  and  died  February  20,  1852.  He  died 
September  18,  1853.  Both  are  buried  in  Johnstown. 


Daniel  (56)  and  Caterina  (Spraker)  Dillenbach 

Catharine  Spraker  was  the  third  child  of  John  Spraker.  who  was  born 
on  Long  Island  1757.  Her  mother  was  Margaret  Ansley,  an  English 
woman,  granddaughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Ansley.  John  Spraker  was  one  year 
old  when  his  parents  moved  into  the  Mohawk  Valley.  They  settled 
on  a  farm  two  miles  north  of  Sprakers  Basin,  then  woodland,  and  later 
to  be  known  as  the  John  Nellis  farm.  We  wonder  if  she  was  a  cousin 
to  Maria  Eva  Spraker  who  married  Daniel’s  cousin  |ohn,  son  of  Henrich. 

After  his  marriage  Daniel  and  his  wife  lived  three  miles  east  of  Stone 
Arabia  churches,  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.  for  twenty-five  years,  when 
they  moved  to  a  farm  situated  three  miles  west  of  Fonda,  N.  Y.,  toward 
what  is  now  known  as  Yosts.  After  residing  there  two  years  they  pur¬ 
chased  a  farm  three  miles  south  of  Sprakers  Basin  and  five  miles  from 
Canajoharie  where  they  passed  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  Both  were 
members  of  the  Lutheran  church.  Both  were  buried  in  a  private  cemetery 
on  the  farm  where  they  had  beeen  living.  The  bodies  were  later  brought 
to  Johnstown  and  now  rest  in  the  burial  lot  of  John  M.  Dillenbach  in 
the  new  cemetery.  Their  children  were:

57  JOHANNES  B.  DILLENBACH  was  born  June  27,  1764  in 
Stone  Arabia.  He  was  sometimes  called  John,  but  more  frequently  Bal- 
tus.  He  died  March  31,  1842  and  is  buried  in  Stone  Mills,  Jefferson 
County,  N.  Y.,  whence  he  moved  with  some  of  his  children  in  later 
life.  In  1798  he  moved  to  the  Danube  section  of  Herkimer  County.  He 
married  SUSANNAH  MOAK  of  Albany  County  on  November  23,  1784.

The  Census  of  1820  names  a  Julius  Dillenbeck  living  in  the  Township 
of  Danube.  We  know  of  no  Julius  in  the  entire  Family,  and  conclude 
this  must  have  been  John  B.  or  Baltus  as  he  was  sometimes  called.  John 
B.  was  an  executor  in  the  will  of  his  Uncle  Wilhelmus  made  in  1803. 
Here  he  is  called  Hannes  B. 

He  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  he  may  have  received  a 
grant  of  land  for  his  services,  or,  stationed  at  Sacketts  Harbor,  liked  the 
vicinity  and  subsequently  moved  there. 

He  was  Manager  (whatever  that  was)  with  others  of  the  Geisenberg 
Lutheran  Church  in  1816.  He  was  a  Trustee  in  1815  and  1819.  The 
History  of  Herkimer  County  (1879)  says  that  John  B.  settled  on  the 
farm  then  occupied  by  his  grandson  Luther  soon  after  his  marriage  in 
1784. 

58  JACOB  DILLENBACH  was  born  in  Stone  Arabia  January  6, 
1767.  He  married  a  girl  whose  first  name  was  Johannetje,  who  if  the 
name  means  anything  might  have  been  of  Dutch  ancestry.  There  is  tra¬ 
dition  in  this  line  to  the  effect  that  an  Indian  maiden  was  a  common 
ancestress.  This  is  the  only  place  that  that  could  have  occurred.  It  is 
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possible  that  Johannetje  was  wholly  or  part  Indian.  Several  racial  pe- 
ruliarities  apparently  are  in  evidence  in  some  descendants  to  support  this 
;tory.  We  do  not  however,  vouch  for  its  truthfulness.  They  lived  in 
Stone  Arabia  somewhere  as  is  proven  by  the  baptism  of  their  children.

Andrew  A.  was  only  2  years  old  when  his  father  died  at  Oriskany.  He 
vas  5  years  old  when  Johnson’s  Raid  in  1780  burned  the  Stone  Arabia 
hurches  and  buildings.  He  was  placed  upon  the  Dutch  oven  and  re 
nembered  seeing  the  smoke  of  burning  buildings  and  crops.  He  was  5 
'ears  old  when  his  mother  remarried.  It  is  quite  evident  from  the  fol 
owing  that  a  guardian  was  appointed  for  the  children  of  Captain  An- 
Irew: 

“I,  the  subscriber  do  hereby  acknowledge  to  have  in  my  hands  the  sum 
>f  thirty  pounds  Current  Lawful  money  of  the  State  of  New  York  of 
Andrew  A.  Dillenbach  for  the  purpose  of  Discharging  the  costs  of  certain 
aw  Suits  which,  I,  the  subscriber  have  instituted  or  commenced  against 
Christian  Ruff  as  Guardian  for  the  said  Andrew  A.  Dillenbach,  that  if 
n  Case  the  same  should  be  given  against  me,  the  subscriber  for  and  in 
>ehalf  of  the  said  Dillenbach;  but  if  the  same  shall  go  in  favor  of  the 
subscriber  then  in  such  case  the  sum  above  mentioned  is  to  be  returned 
>y  this  subscriber  or  his  heirs  to  the  said  Dillenbach,  and  the  said  Dil- 
enbach  doth  hereby  engage  to  convey  unto  the  subscriber  or  his  heirs 
he  Quantity  of  Twenty-five  acres  of  land  out  of  the  Land  as  present 
intended  for  by  the  subscriber  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  said  Dillenbach 
icting  as  Guardian  or  the  said  Dillenbach,  the  Suits  being  commenced 
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before  the  said  Dillenbach  was  of  age.  As  witnessed  my  hand  this  24th 
day  of  November  1796. 

(Signed)  ANDREAS  FINCK.” 

So  the  grandfather  came  to  the  rescue  to  save  his  grandson’s  inheri¬ 
tance.  It  is  possible,  and  for  some  reasons  seems  probable  that  Christian 
Ruff  had  married  a  Dillenbach. 

Andrew  A.  took  charge  ot  the  farm  when  he  was  only  17  years  old 
He  was  Orderly  Sergeant  under  Capt.  John  I.  Cook,  his  uncle,  in  the 
war  of  1812  and  was  stationed  nearly  3  months  at  Sacketts  Harbor.  Like 
his  father,  the  Captain,  he  was  much  esteemed  by  every  one.  Numer¬ 
ous  are  the  births  he  sponsored  and  records  and  wills  he  attested. 

Andrew  A.  had  at  least  one  slave  as  the  following  bill  of  sale  found 
in  the  Old  Homestead  will  show: 

“Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  I,  Philip  Grotz  of  the  Town  of 
Palatine,  County  of  Montgomery  and  State  of  New  York,  for,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  sum  of  Two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  me  and 
in  hand  paid,  by  Andrew  A.  Dillenbach  of  the  Town,  County  and  State 
aforesaid  the  receipt  whereof  we  do  hereby  acknowledge,  have  bargained 
and  Sold  and  by  these  presents  do  bargain  and  sell  unto  the  said  An¬ 
drew  A.  Dillenbach  a  Negro  Roy  Named  Sam,  a  Slave  aged  nearly  Sixteen 
Years,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  Negro  Named  Sam  unto  the  said  An¬ 
drew  A.  Dillenbach,  his  heirs,  Executors,  Administrators  and  Assigns  for¬ 
ever,  and  I  the  said  Philip  Grotz  for  myself,  my  heirs,  Executors  and  Ad¬ 
ministrators  do  Warrant  and  forever  Defend  the  said  Negro  Sam  against 
all  and  every  Person,  or  Persons  whatsoever  shall  Warrant,  and  will 
forever  defend,  in  Witness  whereof  I  have  put  my  hand  and  seal  at  the 
Town  of  Palatine,  this  thirtieth  day  May  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven. 

(Signed)  PHILIP  GROTZ, 

(Pastor  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran  Church.) 

In  the  presence  of 

FRED  BETTICHER.” 

This  was  the  Rev.  Philip  Grotz,  pastor  of  the  Stone  Arabia  Lutheran 
Church,  now  buried  in  the  Church  Yard.  The  colored  boy  was  "an  imp 
of  mischief.”  His  boyish  pranks,  and  boyish  reluctance  to  work  was 
source  of  great  exasperation  to  the  "Dominie,”  so  much  so  that  he  con¬ 
sidered  the  indignation  which  arose  from  time  to  time  against  the  young 
slave  was  calling  forth  in  his  heart  certain  inclinations  to  sin  in  thought 
and  speech.  And  one  day  when  the  boy  had  been  more  exasperating 
than  usual,  and  the  "Dominie’s”  indignation  broke  forth  in  pursuit  of 
the  boy  who  took  refuge  on  top  of  the  woodpile  where  the  hand  of  cor¬ 
rection  could  not  reach  him,  then  and  there  the  Pastor  resolved  to  sel 
him  to  some  good  master  and  thus  remove  all  temptation  to  sin.  Anc 
he  took  immediate  steps  as  the  above  shows. 

Sam  died  of  fever  some  time  later  on  the  Old  Homestead.

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Sheriff  Wetmore  of  Fulton  County,  in  1824  levied  on  property  of  An¬ 
drew  ].,  as  he  was  then  called,  to  secure  $160.48,  and  sold  20  1-2  acres 
of  his  land  in  Palatine  lying  somewhat  distant  from  his  residence.

We  find  the  following  in  the  Ontario  Archives,  Toronto,  Canada- 

“Under  an  Order-in-Council  dated  7  June  1831,  Nicholas  Dilabaugh,  of 
the  township  of  Montague,  was  allowed  200  acres  of  land  and  as  a  son  of 
Christian  Dilabaugh,  Sr.,  an  United  Empire  Loyalist.  The  location  was 
Lot.  10,  concession  8,  township  of  Amaranth.  Also  that  a  Nicholas  Dila¬ 
baugh,  or  Dillabach,  of  the  township  of  Matilda,  served  as  a  private  in  a 
flank  company  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Dundas  County  Militia  during 
War  of  1812,  and  for  his  services  received  a  grant  of  land  west  of  Lot  6, 
concession  2,  township  of  Fitzray. 

In  the  Census  of  the  Township  of  Montague,  dated  28  March  1820,  Nich¬ 
olas  Dilbaugh  is  listed  as  having  2  men,  2  women,  2  boys  and  3  girls  in 

his  home.  In  the  Census  of  the  same  township  taken  in  1821,  Nickelos 

Kilebough  is  listed  as  having  1  man,  1  woman,  2  boys,  and  3  girls.  In 
1821  he  is  assessed  on  182  acres  of  uncultivated  land,  18  acres  cultivated, 
2  milch  cows,  2  horned  cattle  from  2  to  4.  In  the  Census  of  1824  he  has 
2  males  under  16  years  of  age,  4  females  under  16,  1  male  over  16,  1  fe¬ 
male  over  16. 

It  is  impossible  to  reconcile  the  above  extracts  from  the  Canadian  re¬ 
cords  with  the  birth  dates  and  places  of  birth  of  some  of  his  children.  It

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The  Bienne  Families 

The  second  immigration  of  Dallenbachs  into  America,  of  which  there 
is  any  record,  occurred  a  little  over  a  hundred  years  ago — and  about  a 
hundred  years  after  the  coming  of  Martin  (1).  During  the  middle 
twenties  of  the  last  century,  two  brothers,  Christian  (A-l)  and  Jacob 
(  "1),  both  heads  of  families  and  men  of  means,  left  Switzerland  from 
the  region  of  the  Lake  of  Bienne,  in  Canton  Bern,  to  establish  new  homes 
in  the  New  Land.  Christian  emigrated  from  Nidauberg  and  Jacob  from 
Safneren  neighboring  villages  about  three  miles  apart. 

The  parentage  of  these  men  is  unknown.  It  is  thought  that  their  father 
was  named  Christian,  but  of  their  mother  and  possible  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters  nothing  is  known.  Since  their  coming  to  America,  the  spelling  of 
their  surname  has  undergone  several  changes.  The  first  variant  was  "Del- 
lenbach,  but  later  the  Anglicized  form,  "Dellenbaugh,”  was  used.  Chris¬ 
tian  s  descendants  have  adhered  to  the  latter,  but  most  of  Jacob’s  returned 
after  a  time  to  the  first  variant.  At  least  one  line  from  Jacob,  that  of 
his  second  son,  John  (B-5),  did  not  change  the  Swiss  spelling.  The  um¬ 
laut  has,  however,  been  dropped  by  now  by  most  of  the  members  of  this 
line. 

The  genealogies  of  Christian’s  and  Jacob’s  families  are  both  fragmen¬ 
tary.  This  is  due  to  the  speed  with  which  they  have  been  compiled,  to 
the  loss  and  obscuration  of  the  family  records,  and  to  a  widespread  in¬ 
difference  to  genealogical  matters.  What  should  have  involved  years  of 
research  and  patient  endeavor  has  had  of  necessity  to  be  telescoped  into 
months.  If  the  Bienne  Dallenbachs  were  to  be  included  in  the  present 
volume,  the  collection  of  information  could  not  long  be  delayed.  Com¬ 
pleteness  could  not,  however,  have  been  achieved  had  longer  time  availed 
for  many  details  of  the  early  histories  of  these  two  lines  appear  to  be 
irrevocably  lost.  Still,  with  cooperation  among  the  different  members  of 
the  family,  completeness  could  have  been  approached.  Information  that 
one  member  of  the  family  lacks  might  be  supplied  by  another  and  thus 
the  family  tree  be  reconstructed.  Though  some  members  of  the  family 
have  given  freely  and  generously  of  their  time  and  effort,  many  have 
been  indifferent,  not  only  ignoring  requests  for  general  information 
but  also  failing  to  return  the  record-sheets  that  were  sent  to  them.  Some 
times  the  information  wished  for  was  obtained  from  other  sources,  but 
all  too  frequently  it  has  been  left  wanting. 

All  but  two  of  the  lines  leading  from  Christian  (A-l),  those  of  Sam¬ 
uel  (A-4)  and  Maria  (A-10),  are  fragmentary;  and  only  two  of  the 
lines  leading  from  Jacob  (B-l),  those  of  Christian  (B-2)  and  John 
(R-5)  are  anything  more  than  fragmentary.  Though  incomplete,  the  in¬ 
formation  given  here  stakes  out  the  lines  of  descent,  and  it  may  serve 
at  some  future  date  as  the  basis  of  a  more  complete  record. 
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The  family  is  indebted  to  Frederick  Samuel  Dellenbaugh  (A-23), 
Amelia  Koons  Fullerton  (A-35),  and  Frances  Barr  Chalfont  (A-112) 
for  information  concerning  the  descendants  of  Christian  (A-l)  ;  and  to 
Hester  Dellenbach  Patterson  (B-88)  and  May  Dellenbach  Faulkner 
Blodgett  (B-90)  for  information  concerning  those  of  Christian  (B-2).

Christian  lived  the  first  half  of  his  long  life  in  Switzerland.  He  was, 
at  the  time  he  made  his  first  trip  to  America,  a  man  of  family,  of  ma¬ 
ture  age,  and  of  means,  being  a  prosperous  manufacturer  of  cheese.  He 
made  two  trips  to  America;  the  first  sometime  around  1824,  when  he 
was  over  50  years  of  age,  and  the  second  two  years  later  when  he  and 
his  family  immigrated  to  this  country.  Except  for  this  period  in  his  life, 
he  traveled  very  little.  He  rarely  left  his  home  before  or  after  reestab¬ 
lishing  it  in  this  country. 

The  first  trip  was  exploratory.  Christian  took  his  third  son,  Samuel 
(A-4),  with  him  as  a  traveling  companion.  They  landed  at  New  York 
City  and  immediately  set  about  looking  for  a  place  in  which  to  establish 
a  new  home.  Christian  at  first  thought  to  settle  near  the  city.  He  found 
a  farm  on  Long  Island,  where  part  of  Brooklyn  now  lies,  which  was  to  his 
liking,  and  entered  into  negotiations  for  it.  The  purchase  was  about 
completed  when  a  disagreement  arose  concerning  who  was  to  pay  for  the 
documentary  stamps  that  had  to  be  attached  to  the  deed.  In  disgust  at 
what  he  thought  was  sharp  dealing,  he  broke  off  the  negotiations  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  west  over  the  wagon  trail  through  Pennsylvania  to  Pittsburgh. 
After  considering  the  possibilities  there  be  bought  a  tract  of  land  near 
North  Georgetown,  Ohio.  After  settling  his  affairs  and  placing  Samuel 
(A-4)  in  school,  he  returned  to  Switzerland  for  the  rest  of  his  family. 
His  wife  and  his  other  children  did  not,  however,  wish  to  leave  their 
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Christian  (A-1)  and  Anna  (Farney)  Dallenbach 

comfortable  home  for  the  American  wilderness  and  it  was  over  two  years 
before  he  could  prevail  upon  them  to  accompany  him  to  their  new  home. 

Of  these  trips,  Maria  (A-10).  who  took  the  second,  wrote  in  1905. 
when  in  her  89th  year,  as  follows: 

“During  1824.  my  father  got  the  fever  for  going  to  America  and,  taking 
Sam  with  him  went  to  New  York  City  where  he  looked  around  for  a 
suitable  location.  Not  finding  anything  there  within  his  means  that 
pleased  him,  he  continued  his  way  over  the  mountains  to  Pittsburgh, 
where  for  the  same  reason  he  did  not  buy,  although  he  could  have  had 
the  entire  present  Allegheny  Park,  had  he  been  willing  to  go  into  debt 
for  a  part  of  the  price.  He  decided  not  to  buy  even  the  small  part  that 
fell  within  his  means,  and  went  further  west,  finally  finding  a  farm  that 
he  bought  just  north  of  North  Georgetown,  Columbia  County,  Ohio, 
where  he  lived  until  his  death  in  1866. 

“Fully  intending  to  return  with  the  rest  of  the  family  as  soon  as  he 
could  make  the  trip  back  home  to  Switzerland,  he  arranged  to  leave  Sam 
at  North  Georgetown  during  the  interim.  He  paid  for  Sam’s  schooling 
and  board  for  six  months  ahead,  and  gave  Sam  what  he  thought  would 
be  enough  money  to  keep  him  going. 

“When  he  reached  New  York  on  his  return  trip  to  Switzerland,  he 
found  the  greatest  excitement  and  crowds  everywhere.  New  York  was 
welooming  General  Lafayette.  This  occurrence  made  a  great  impression 
on  him  and  he  took  great  delight  in  telling  of  it,  and  it  made  a  most 
interesting  story  for  us  children.  It  was  a  great  object  lesson  showing 
the  feeling  that  existed  in  America  for  the  General. 

“After  reaching  his  home  in  Switzerland,  father  was  persuaded  to  give 
up  the  idea  of  America  and  went  back  to  work  on  the  home  farm.  Two 
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years  was  all  he  could  stand,  however,  and  he  decided  to  sell  all  that 
was  not  needed  and  to  take  the  rest  to  the  new  home  that  he  had  bought 
two  years  before. 

“We  had  a  four  day  vendue  and  there  were  big  crowds  there  all  the 
time.  After  this  was  over,  we  packed  two  wagons,  and  with  two  horses 
to  one  wagon,  and  one  to  the  other,  we  bade  goodbye  to  all  our  friends 
and  started  to  the  New  Land. 

“We  stopped  in  Paris  for  two  or  three  days  taking  in  all  the  strange 
sights,  then  continued  on  to  Havre  de  Gras  where  we  sold  our  horses  and 
left  the  goods  in  the  wagons  and  took  them  as  they  were  on  the  sailing 
boat. 

“We  had  a  lovely  time  on  the  boat.  I  should  say  we  were  between  30 
and  40  days  on  the  water.  The  Captain  of  the  boat  had  his  wife  with 
him,  and  both  took  a  great  fancy  to  one  of  us  girls  and  wanted  very 
much  to  adopt  her,  but  mo-ther  thought  that  she  could  not  get  along 
without  all  of  us — so  that  is  the  reason  there  is  not  a  sailor  in  the  Dellen- 
baugh  family.  We  were  once  becalmed  for  three  days  and  three  nights. 
During  this  time  we  played  and  danced  to  drive  away  the  monotony. 
Every  one  on  the  boat  joined  in,  and  the  last  night  of  the  calm  we  kept 
it  up  until  the  sun  arose. 

“When  we  arrived  at  New  York  City,  we  visited  friends  for  several 
weeks.  Everybody  tried  to  get  us  to  locate  near  that  city,  but  to  no 
avail.  Father  bought  horses,  hitched  them  on  to  the  wagons,  and  the 
day  before  New  Years,  1827,  we  left  New  York  overland  for  the  home  in 
the  west. 

“Although  there  was  deep  snow  nearly  all  the  way,  we  had  a  delightful 
time  over  the  entire  distance.  We  stopped  at  hotels  at  nights  and  lived 
on  the  best  there  was.  My  recollection  is  that  it  cost  father  about  $10.00 
a  day.  After  supper  we  would  ask  the  landlords  if  they  objected  to  our 
playing,  and  every  one  not  only  readily  consented,  but  implored  us  to  do 
so.  There  was  Chris  with  his  guitar,  John  with  his  clarinet,  Fred  with 
cornet,  and  all  the  rest  of  us  with  our  voices  and  feet.  We  would  play, 
sing,  and  dance  all  evening,  and  the  people  would  crowd  in  and  watch 
us,  and  in  many  cases  we  would  have  quite  a  crowd  dancing  as  fast  as 
they  could. 

“Father  would  go  on  ahead  of  the  wagons  and  make  arrangements  foi 
our  hotels  and  other  accommodations.  When  we  arrived,  all  we  had  to 
do,  therefore,  was  to  unhitch  and  to  make  ourselves  at  home.  When  we 
reached  Bethlehem,  the  people  there  would  have  nothing  but  sacred 
music,  so  we  played  and  sang  all  the  hymns  we  knew.  The  people  were 
so  well  pleased  that  they  gave  us  the  liberty  of  the  town,  and  the  next 
day  they  took  us  through  the  museum,  explaining  everything  to  us,  and 
finished  with  a  cordial  invitation  to  come  again,  and  never  to  pass  that 
way  without  stopping  to  see  them. 

“At  one  hotel,  when  we  were  playing  and  having  a  fine  time,  some  one 
called  out  that  there  was  a  big  crowd  of  young  people  coming  up  in 
sleds  and  making  the  greatest  noise.  Farther  had  us  all  put  up  our  in¬ 
struments  and  withdraw  to  one  corner  of  the  room,  and  told  us  not  to 
interfere  in  any  way  with  them.  He  told  the  landlord  that  we  would  no! 
molest  any  of  the  party,  but  that  there  was  too  much  Swiss  blood  in 
us  to  stand  any  slurs  or  insults  from  them,  and  that  we  could  take  our 
own  part  if  anything  unseemly  came  up.  The  party  came  in  as  jolly 
as  could  be  and  as  noisy  as  you  could  imagine.  Pretty  soon  they  noticed 
us,  found  out  where  we  were  from  and  that  we  could  play  music,  so 
nothing  else  would  do  but  that  we  get  out  our  instruments  and  play  for 
them.  When  supper  time  came,  they  all  insisted  that  we  all,  big  and 
little,  join  them.  They  did  all  they  could  to  make  us  feel  at  home  and 
have  a  good  time.  After  supper  there  was  more  music  and  dancing, 
and  then  when  it  came  time  for  them  to  go  home,  they  took  three  of 
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my  brothers  and  sister  Annie  with  them  and  kept  them  away  until 
morning,  when  they  brought  them  back.  We  never  had  had  a  better 
time,  nor  were  we  ever  so  well  treated  as  we  were  by  that  noisy,  good 

natured  crowd. 


“Mother  never  had  wanted  to  come  over  and  several  times  on  the  trip 
both  she  and  Lizzie  wanted  to  go  back  to  the  old  home.  When  we  crossed 
the  Susquehanna  River,  Lizzie  insisted  upon  going  back  at  o-nce;  the 
bridge  was  so  long  that  she  became  frightened  and  thought  that  all  of 

us  would  be  killed. 

“We  soon  reached  and  left  Harrisburg  behind.  We  had  no  accidents 
or  misfortunes  during  the  trip  from  New  York  City  to  our  new  home. 
We  had,  however,  a  near  accident  in  which  I  played  the  part  of  the 
leading  lady.  At  that  time,  I  was  a  fat,  plump,  round  girl,  and  in  some 
way  rolled  off  the  wagon  and  under  it.  I  was  dragged  about  fifteen 
feet,  and  was  in  the  greatest  danger  of  being  crushed  to  death.  But  when 
the  wagon  was  stopped,  and  I  was  pulled  out,  I  was  not  hurt  in  the  least. 
I  just  seemed  to  roll  along  like  a  ball,  and  scarcely  got  scratched. 


“When  father  came  to  America  the  first  time,  he  got  his  meals  in 
Pittsburgh  at  a  place  located  in  what  was  called  Diamond  Alley.  Those 
at  present  acquainted  with  the  hotel  sections  of  Pittsburgh  will  see  that 
the  present  famous  Pie  Alley  had  its  counterpart  in  that  time.  Naturally 
our  party  followed  his  footsteps,  and  when  we  came  to  Pittsburgh  we 
made  straight  for  the  same  hotel  on  Diamond  Alley. 

“While  we  were  eating  there,  father  struck  an  acquaintance  with 
a  Mr.  Whittacre  who  was  serving  at  that  time  as  a  juror  in  the  county 
court,  and  was  with  the  other  jurors  taking  dinner  there.  Both  could 
talk  French  very  well,  and  of  course  the  conversation  turned  to  the  old 
country,  where  we  were  from,  where  we  were  going,  and  why  we  did  not 
buy  a  farm  near  Pittsburgh,  as  we  could  do  so  much  better  here  than 
over  in  Ohio.  Mr.  Whittacre  seemed  very  much  impressed  with  our 
party,  and  was  seemingly  very  much  disappointed  when  we  would  not 
locate  near  Pittsburgh.  The  farm  in  Ohio  had  been  purchased,  we  had 
to  go  on,  nevertheless  it  was  with  some  degree  of  regret  that  we  bade 
him  goodbye  and  took  up  our  journey  to  the  new  home. 

“During  the  trip  over  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  Fred  took  the  measles. 
We  went  on  just  the  same  and  very  fortunately  Fred  was  none  the  worse 
for  it.  We  all  escaped  catching  them  during  the  trip,  but  when  we 
reached  our  destination  and  were  a  little  settled,  every  one  of  the  gills 
took  the  measles  and  I  tell  you  we  had  a  great  time.  It  made  no  dif¬ 
ference,  however,  to  the  people  around  us,  they  kept  calling  and  visiting 

us  all  the  time.” 


After  the  family  arrived  at  North  Georgetown,  Christian  quickly  set 
his  new  home  in  order.  He  reestablished  his  business,  the  manufacture 
of  cheese,  and  conducted  his  farm  as  a  side  issue.  The  ami  y  pros 

pered. 

Christian's  wanderings  were  over.  Though  he  lived  possessed  of  all 
his  faculties  into  his  94th  year,  he  never  again  traveled  far  nor  was  gone 
long  from  his  home.  Anne,  his  wife,  lived  into  her  84th  year.  Shedie 
in  1864,  two  years  before  Christian.  She  never  became  recona led 
life  in  the  new  country,  nor  to  the  loss  of  the  comforts  and beauty ^ol f  the 
old  Swiss  home,  which  was,  according  to  Frederic-  arrju 
(A-23),  who  visited  it  in  1874,  and  Frances  Barr  Chalfon (A -1121, 
who  visited  it  more  recently,  much  more  interesting  and  beaut  y 
uated  than  the  Ohio  home. 
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Christian  changed  the  spelling  of  his  surname  to  "Dellenbach”  some¬ 
time  after  he  settled  in  Ohio.  His  and  Anna’s  tombstone  in  the  ceme 
tery  at  North  Georgetown  carries  that  spelling.  His  children  and  their 
descendants,  however,  use  the  Anglicized  form,  "Dellenbaugh.” 

First  and  Second  (generations  from  Christian 

A-2  CHRISTIAN  (CHRIS)  DELLENBAUGH  was  born  at  the 
old  home  near  Nidauberg,  Switzerland,  sometime  in  1802.  He  migrated 
to  this  country  with  his  parents.  After  assisting  at  home  for  a  few  years 
he  struck  out  on  his  own.  He  rented  a  farm  near  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
which  his  brother  John  (A- 3)  had  purchased. 

Chris  never  married.  His  sisters  for  a  time  kept  house  for  him.  Ann 
(A-8)  was  the  first  to  help.  After  Ann’s  marriage,  Maria  (A-10)  stayed 
with  him  until  1835,  when  she  too  was  married. 

A-3  JOHN  DELLENBAUGH  was  born  in  the  old  home  in  Swit¬ 
zerland  sometime  in  1804,  and  died  in  this  country  sometime  in  1853 
He  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents.  He  married  and  reared  a  large 
family.  His  children,  nine  in  number,  were  as  follows:

John  suffered  the  loss  of  a  leg  in  his  youth.  Two  stories  are  told  of 
this  accident.  The  more  interesting  is  that  the  leg  was  amputated  as 
the  result  of  a  gunshot  wound  received  during  an  engagement  in  the  Na¬ 
poleonic  wars.  According  to  this  version  of  the  story,  John,  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  small  boys  were  seated  on  a  fence  watching  a  skirmish, 
which  frequently  occurred  in  that  borderline  country,  when  a  stray  bullet 
struck  him  in  a  leg.  The  more  prosaic  version  is  that  the  leg  was  crushed 
by  a  tree  which  he  was  assisting  in  chopping  down.  In  any  case,  one  of 
John  s  legs  was  amputated,  and  he  wore  an  artificial  leg.  This  was  a 
source  of  great  awe  to  his  nieces  and  nephews.  Frederick  Samuel  (A-23) 
relates  that  the  old  wooden  leg  reposed  in  the  attic  at  the  home  in  North 
Georgetown,  and  that  he  and  his  sister  would  upon  occasion,  when  vis- 
iting  their  grandparents,  steal  into  the  attic  for  the  joyful  thrill  of  terror 
that  they  received  from  peeping  at  the  leg  which  lay  in  the  far  side  of 
the  attic  near  a  window.” 

The  leg  was  responsible  for  John’s  study  of  medicine,  which  he  com¬ 
pleted  before  the  family  left  Switzerland.  He  took  up  the  practice  of 
medicine  upon  coming  to  this  country.  He  was  so  successful  that  two 
of  his  brothers  and  two  of  his  sons  followed  him  into  the  profession. 
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Samuel  Dellenbaugh  (A-4)  Frederick  Dellenbaugh  (A-5) 

He  owned  the  farm  near  Pittsburgh,  which  he  rented  to  his  brother 

Chris  (A-2). 

A-4  SAM(UEL)  DELLENBAUGH  was  born  at  the  old  home  in 
Switzerland  in  1806,  and  died  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  1879.  He  came  to 
this  country  in  1824  with  his  father,  and  remained  to  look  after  the  farm 
that  was  purchased  while  his  father  returned  to  Switzerland  for  the  rest 
of  the  family.  Sam  married  ELIZABETH  SMITH  sometime  in  the  late 
1840-ties.  Elizabeth  died  in  1896,  and  is  buried  beside  her  husband  in 
the  Forest  Lawn  Cemetery  in  Buffalo.  Of  this  union  four  children  were 
born.

Sam  took  up  medicine  in  this  country.  He  lived  and  practiced  for  a 
time  after  his  marriage  in  McConncllsville,  Ohio,  a  city  a  short  distance 
from  the  family  home  in  North  Georgetown.  In  1845,  according  to  the 
report  of  Amelia  Koons  Fullerton  (A-35),  and  sometime  around  1855, 
according  to  Frederick  Samuel  (A-23),  Sam  and  his  family  moved  to 
Buffalo,  where  his  brother  Fred  (A-5)  was  living,  and  remained  there 

practicing  his  profession  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Contact  between  the  two  branches  of  the  family  was  closely  main  tame 
by  Sam.  He  offered  John  (B-5)  a  grubstake  to  the  gold  fields  of  Cali- 
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fornia  sometime  around  1855,  and  his  home  in  Buffalo  was  visited  by 
John’s  daughters  sometime  shortly  after  the  Civil  War. 

Sam’s  office  in  Buffalo  was  on  Main  street,  and  his  home  was  245 
Ellicot  Street. 

A-5  FRED  (ERICK)  DELLENBAUGH  was  born  at  the  old  Swiss 
home  in  1808,  and  emigrated  to  this  country  with  his  parents  in  1826. 
He  married  HELEN  DEVONING.  Of  this  union  five  children  were 
born.

He  took  up  the  study  and  practice  of  medicine  after  coming  to  this 
country.  In  1831  he  moved  to  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  where  he  became  widely 
known,  during  the  epidemics  of  1832-1834  and  1849,  for  his  treatment 
and  cure  of  cholera.  His  remedy  was  so  much  in  demand  that  it  was 
necessary  for  him  to  have  an  attendant  at  his  office  door  to  wait  on  the 
line  of  patients. 

He  was  the  Captain  of  the  second  military  company  composed  of  Ger¬ 
man- Americans  that  was  organized  in  1839  and  that  served  as  the  honor 
guard  when  President  Martin  Van  Buren  visited  Buffalo. 

A-8  ANN  (ANNIE)  DELLENBAUGH  was  born  in  the  Swiss 
home  in  1813.  She  made  the  trip  with  her  parents  to  this  country.  Af¬ 
ter  living  for  a  time  with  her  parents  in  the  new  home  at  North  George¬ 
town,  Ohio,  she  went  to  keep  house  for  her  brother  Chris  (A-2)  who  was 
farming  near  Pittsburgh.  She  was  married  twice.  Her  first  husband 
was  AARON  WHITTACRE.  Sometime  after  his  death,  she  married 
WILLIAM  COX.  By  each  husband  she  had  one  child.

Of  Annie,  Maria  (A- 10)  writes  in  her  memoirs  as  follows. 

“Brother  John  bought  a  farm  near  Pittsburgh,  and  rented  it  to  brother 
Chris  who  worked  it.  After  a  while  Chris  sent  for  one  of  us  girls  to 
come  and  keep  house  for  him  and  sister  Ann  went.  One  Sunday  soon 
after  she  arrived,  Chris  and  she  went  to  church  across  the  river  from 
the  farm.  After  services  were  over,  a  gentleman  came  up  and  asked 
them  if  they  were  not  the  same  couple  who  had  taken  dinner  at  the  Dia¬ 
mond  Street  Hotel  six  years  before  and  who  were  just  from  Switzerland. 
Here  was  the  Mr.  Whittacre  who  was  so  much  interested  in  their  party 
when  they  first  reached  Pittsburgh  and  he  was  really  the  first  acquain¬ 
tance  made  in  that  city.  Nothing  would  do  but  they  must  take  dinner 
at  his  home.  He  introduced  them  to  his  family  as  ‘some  of  the  party  I 
have  spoken  of  so  much  since  I  saw  them  six  years  ago  in  Pittsburgh.’ 
The  acquaintance  did  n.ot  end  here,  for  it  was  not  long  before  Ann  and 
one  of  Mr.  Whittacre’s  sons,  Aaron,  fell  in  love  with  each  other  and 
were  married.  Thus  was  the  branch  of  our  family  started  that  lived 
at  Homestead  and  vicinity.  After  Aaron’s  death,  Ann  married  William 
Cox.”

house  for  her  brother  Chris  (A-2),  Maria  joined  Chris,  as  is  related  in 
her  memoirs. 

“After  Ann  left  Chris,  he  sent  home  for  one  of  the  other  girls,  and  I 
was  the  one  to  join  him  this  time,  which  explains  how  I  came  to  be  lo¬ 
cated  in  and  about  Pittsburgh  and  not  in  northeastern  Ohio.  I  was  about 
eighteen  and  a  half  years  old  when  I  joined  Chris,  and  here  I  am  now  , 
with  seventy  years  added  to  that  age  and  still  farming.  Now,  however, 

I  have  half  an  acre  instead  of  a  quarter  section,  but  even  with  this  small 
‘big-city  farm’  I  find  that  I  have  enough  to  do.” 

Contacts  between  Christian’s  (A-l)  and  Jacob’s  (B-l)  branches  of 
the  family  were  maintained  in  Pittsburgh,  Penna.  by  Anna  and  Maria, 
and  their  descendants.

He  owned 
and  managed  the  hotel  in  North  Georgetown,  Ohio.

A-74  Frederick  Samuel,  Jr.,  February  23,  1888. 
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Frederick  was  an  artist,  author,  traveler,  and  geographer  of  internation¬ 
al  fame.  He  was  the  last  surviving  member  of  the  expedition  which 
charted  and  mapped  the  Grand  Canyon  during  the  trip  down  the  Col¬ 
orado  River  in  1871.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  and  in  schools  of  art  in  New  York  City,  Munich  and  Paris.  He 
was  a  pupil  of  Carolus  Duran  and  at  the  Academie  Julian.  His  accom¬ 
plishments,  listed  in  Who’s  Who  in  America,  are  as  follows: 

"Artist  and  topographer  with  Major  Powell’s  second  expedition  down 
the  Colorado  River,  1871-1873;  assisted  in  making  first  maps  of  the  re¬ 
gion  of  the  Grand  Canyon;  expeditions  to  the  Southwest  in  the  early 
days;  with  the  Harriman  expedition  to  Alaska  and  Siberia,  1899;  voyages 
to  Iceland,  Spitsberger,  West  Indies,  and  South  America,  1906,  A  Fellow 
of  the  Amer.  Ethnological  Soc.,  and  the  Amer.  Assn.  Adv.  Science;  and 
honorary  member  of  the  Kansas  Historical  Soc.,  and  of  the  Amer.  Scenic 
and  Historic  Preservation  Soc. ;  founder  of  the  Explorers’  Club,  N.  Y. ; 
and  a  member  of  the  Century  and  Authors’  Clubs.  Author  of  numerous 
books  and  articles,  foremost  among  which  are:  The  North  Americans  of 
Yesterday,  1900;  The  Romance  of  the  Colorado  River,  1903;  Breaking 
the  Wilderness,  1903;  A  Canyon  Voyage,  1908,  2nd.  ed.,  1931;  Fre¬ 
mont  and  ’49,  1913;  Life  of  Gen.  George  A.  Custer,  1916.” 

Frederick  was  formerly  librarian  for  the  American  Geographical  So¬ 
ciety,  and  since  1925  he  has  been  secretary  of  the  John  Burroughs  Me¬ 
morial  Assn.  In  1932,  he  received  the  John  Burroughs  Medal  that  is 
awarded  annually  for  the  best  literary  work  relative  to  nature.  The  award 
was  made  him  for  his  book  "A  Canyon  Voyage,”  which  was  republished 
in  1931.

Jacob  and  the  First  (generation 

B-l  JACOB  DALLENBACH  was  born  in  Canton  Bern,  Switzer¬ 
land,  somewhere  near  the  Lake  of  Bienne,  and  sometime  around  the  date 
of  the  American  Revolution.  The  exact  place  and  date  are  not  known. 
He  died  in  Allegheny  City  (Pittsburgh,  N.  S.),  sometime  around  the 
Civil  War.  He  is  buried  in  Allegheny  in  the  yard  of  the  Pilgrim  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church  (Voegtley’s  Church),  the  land  for  which  he  donated  to 
the  Church.  The  graves  in  this  yard  have  been  levelled  to  make  way 
for  a  play  ground,  consequently  the  dates  of  Jacob’s  birth  and  death 
cannot  be  obtained  from  his  tombstone.  The  Church  records  are  also 
unavailable.  A  number  of  years  ago,  during  a  temporary  vacancy  of  the 
charge,  vandals  broke  into  the  church  and  scattered  and  destroyed  many 
of  the  early  records.  It  is  known,  however,  that  Jacob  was  married  twice. 
His  first  wife,  whom  he  married  in  Switzerland,  was  ELIZABETH 
HAUSEY.  Of  this  union  four  children  were  born.

Jacob’s  interest  in  America  and  the  idea  of  emigrating  from  Switzerland 
to  the  New  World  was  aroused  sometime  during  the  early  twenties  of  the 
last  century — just  about  the  time  that  Christian  (A-l)  returned  from 
his  exploratory  trip.  It  is  very  probable  that  Jacob  was  moved  by  Chris¬ 
tian’s  glowing  descriptions  of  the  opportunities  in  the  new  country,  and 
he  doubtlessly  assisted  Christian  in  persuading  Anna  to  leave  her  com¬ 
fortable  Swiss  home  for  the  American  venture.  However  this  may  be, 
Jacob,  who  like  Christian  was  a  man  of  family,  mature  age,  and  means, 
being  a  vintner  and  an  owner  of  a  large  vineyard,  left  Switzerland  for 
America  at  the  same  time  as  or  shortly  after  Christian  s  departure. 

It  is  probable  that  Jacob,  like  Christian  before  him,  had  thought  to 
make  a  preliminary  exploratory  trip,  for  he  traveled  alone.  He  took 
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none  of  his  family  with  him,  though  Christian  (B-2),  his  oldest  son, 
was  around  11  years  of  age  at  that  time.  If  an  exploratory  trip  was  in¬ 
tended,  it  did  not  turn  out  to  be  one  for  Jacob  never  returned  to  his  Swiss 
home. 


He  bought  a  farm  where  part  of  Allegheny  City  now  lies,  set  out  a 
vineyard,  and  then  attempted,  through  letters  to  unite  his  family.  He 
was  unable  do  in  letters  what  it  had  taken  Christian  (A-l)  nearly  turn 
years  to  do  by  word  of  mouth,  and  though  he  was  able  to  draw  all  of  his 
children  to  him  one  by  one  as  they  grew  up,  he  was  unable  to  induce 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  to  make  the  trip.  The  fact  that  Anna,  Christian’s 
(A-l)  wife,  was  never  reconciled  to  the  loss  of  her  Swiss  home  and  the 
beauties  of  its  scenery  may  have  had  something  to  do  with  Elizabeth’s 
refusal  to  come  to  this  country.  In  any  case,  Elizabeth  did  not  come, 
and  after  a  number  of  years  of  separation,  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  were  di¬ 
vorced.  Both  in  time  remarried.  The  name  of  Jacob’s  second  wife, 
the  date  of  the  marriage,  and  even  the  names  and  dates  of  the  children 
born  of  it  are  unavailable.  Elizabeth’s  second  husband  was  Johannes 
Stizusser.  They  were  married  in  Safneren,  Switzerland,  but  the  date  of 
the  ceremony  and  whether  any  children  were  born  of  this  union  is  un¬ 
known. 


Jacob  lived  a  long  and  prosperous  life.  He  died  at  Allegheny  City 
sometime  during  his  middle  eighties.  To  the  end  of  his  life  he  per¬ 
sisted  in  using  the  Swiss  spelling  of  his  surname,  "Dallenbach,”  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  Christian’s  (A-l)  family  and  all  but  one  of  his  own 
children,  (John  B-5),  changed  the  spelling  to  "Dellenbach,”  and  "Del- 
lenbaugh.”  Jacob,  according  to  report,  was  bitten  by  a  mad  dog  and 
died  from  hydrophobia.

Christian  was  the  first  of  Jacob’s  children  to  join  his  father  in  this 
country.  The  date  of  his  coming  is  not  definitely  known,  but  it  must 
have  been  sometime  around  1830,  when  he  was  16  years  of  age,  for  it 
is  known  that  he  came  over  in  his  youth. 

During  his  youth  and  young  manhood  he  assisted  his  father,  and  as  he

became  older  he  grew  into  the  management  of  his  father’s  affairs,  which 
were  extended,  by  the  city’s  encroaching  and  finally  engulfing  the  vine¬ 
yards,  into  numerous  and  various  directions.  At  his  father’s  death  he  took 
over  entirely  the  wholesale  meat  packing  business  and  the  retail  stalls  in 
the  Allegheny  Public  Market.  He  prospered  in  his  efficient  conduct  and 
management  of  his  affairs. 

If  Christian  changed  the  spelling  of  his  surname  from  "Dallenbach” 
to  "Dellenbach” — and  there  is  some  evidence  that  he  did — he  must  have 
done  it  sometime  around  1850  for  letters  addressed  to  him  bearing  dates 
of  the  early  and  middle  ’40-ties  show  the  original  spelling.  Though  there 
is  some  question  about  the  spelling  used  by  Christian,  there  is  none  re¬ 
garding  the  form  used  by  his  children.  They  first  used  "Dellenbach,” 
and  then  "Dellenbaugh” — the  form  used  at  the  present  day  by  Chris¬ 
tian’s  (A-l)  descendants — and  then  reverted,  at  a  date  and  for  reasons 
not  known,  to  the  second  form  which  they  and  their  descendants  use  to¬ 
day.

The  second  form  is  that  which 
appeared  in  public  print  in  the  death  notices  of  her  husband  and  children, 
apparently  with  her  knowledge  and  approval.  The  third  form  is  that 
which  Fredrich  (B-49)  insists  is,  upon  his  mother’s  word  to  him,  the 
correct  one.  The  form  in  the  Bible  is  the  one  accepted. 

Rosana  was  born  in  Arlenbach,  Switzerland,  on  August  12,  1829,  and 
died,  and  is  buried  beside  her  husband,  in  Champaign,  on  November  9, 
1918.

After  his  marriage,  John  struck  out  on  his  own.  He  took  his  young 
bride  to  Ripley,  Brown  County,  Ohio,  then  a  flourishing  village  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  Ohio  River,  and  opened  up  a  market  and  general  store. 
He  and  his  wife  remained  there  for  8  years.  During  this  period  their 
first  four  children  were  born. 

Recently  Fred  (B-49)  discovered  among  some  old  papers  and  letters 
that  he  had  from  his  father,  the  following,  the  translation  of  which  is, 
because  of  its  importance,  quoted  in  full. 

Receipt 

From  my  son  John  Dallenbach  ,of  Ripley  in  America,  through 

Lemberg  Bogo  von  Sunzeboz,  who  recently  came  from  America, 

five  Frank  dollars  and  ten  Batzen  have  been  received,  for  which 

the  best  of  thanks  is  expressed  to  my  son  as  well  as  to  its  bearer. 

Safneren,  March  7,  1852. 

In  the  name  of  the  mo-ther  of  John  Dallenbach 
married  to  her  present  husband: 

(Signed)  John  Stizusser. 

Besides  establishing  the  divorce  and  remarriage  of  Jacob’s  first  wife, 
this  document  indicates  that  John  was  in  Ripley  at  this  time  and  that 
Elizabeth,  his  mother,  was  still  living.  It  also  shows  something  of  John’s 
character,  of  his  thought  and  affection  for  his  mother,  and  of  his  willing¬ 
ness  to  share  his  lot  with  others — a  trait  which  marked  him  in  his  dealings 
with  his  fellow  men  throughout  his  life. 

The  promise  of  Ripley  to  become  an  important  river  port,  which  drew 
John  and  his  wife  to  it,  was  not  fulfilled.  When  they  finally  realized 
that  it  never  would  be,  they  determined  to  seek  their  fortune  elsewhere. 
It  was  at  this  time,  when  the  fever  for  the  gold  fields  of  California  was  at 
its  height,  that  Samuel  (A-2)  offered  him  a  grubstake.  According  to  the 
story,  which  George  Albert  (B-48)  heard  his  father  relate,  Samuel  wished 
him  to  come  first  to  Buffalo,  where  he  was  to  collect  his  equipment,  and 
then  to  go  from  there  by  boat  down  the  St.  Lawrence  and  around  the 
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Horn  to  California  As  this  meant  a  long  and  indeterminant  separation 
from  his  family,  it  had  to  be  given  up  as  Rosana,  John’s  wife,  would  not 
hear  of  it.  Soon  after  this,  however,  sometime  during  the  spring  of  1856 
John,  his  wife,  and  three  children-the  baby  having  died  in  March  of 
that  year— departed  in  a  covered  wagon  for  the  prairies  of  Illinois.  Thev 
took  a  homestead  in  Champaign  County,  and  for  a  time  attempted  to  farm 
it  to  gram.  It  was  a  desolate  and  discouraging  venture,  doomed  to  fail¬ 
ure.  Not  only  was  the  life  a  lonely  one,  their  nearest  neighbor  being 
miles  away  from  them,  but  it  was  also  an  arduous  one;  it  was  only  with 
the  greatest  difficulty  that  they  could  eke  out  existence  as  the  prices  re 
ceived  for  grain  corn,  9c  a  bushel  and  other  grains  accordingly — did 
not  pay  for  the  labor  of  its  planting  and  harvest.  The  family  soon 
gave  up  the  struggle  on  the  soil  and  moved  into  the  little  village  of  West 
Urbana — now  the  city  of  Champaign — which  was  just  then,  due  to  the 
laying  of  the  tracks  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  two  miles  to  the  west 
of  Urbana,  being  established.  The  village  grew  rapidly  and  with  it 
John  s  fortunes  and  family.  Six  more  children — making  ten  in  all,  only 
two  of  whom  died  before  reaching  maturity — were  born  here.  When 
John  retired  in  1877,  he  turned  over  his  market  and  wholesale  livestock 
business  to  his  two  oldest  sons,  John  (B-43)  and  William  (B-45).  He 
died  in  his  seventy-fourth  year,  in  1894,  and  his  wife  in  her  ninetieth 
year,  in  1918. 


John  was  liberal  and  public  spirited  through  his  life.  He  contributed 
freely  to  the  building  of  every  church  erected  in  Champaign  during  his 
life,  and  to  every  worthy  object  that  was  presented  to  him.  He  was  af¬ 
fectionately  known  in  his  community  as  "Uncle  John,”  and  no  one  ap¬ 
pealed  to  him  in  vain  for  assistance.  He  served  at  different  times  on  the 
town  and  city  council,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  and  charter  members 
of  the  Masonic  orders  Blue  Lodge  and  Chapter,  organized  in  Champaign 
in  1857. 


John  adhered  to  the  original  Swiss  spelling  of  his  surname  throughout 
his  life.  His  children,  and  his  children’s  children  have,  however,  dropped 
the  umlaut  from  the  first  vowel. 


R-tt  HEINRICH  DALLENBACH  or  (DELLENBACH) ,  if  that  be 
his  given  name,  and  we  have  only  William’s  (B-45)  guess  that  it  is, 
was  the  first  son  born  of  Jacob’s  (B- 1 )  second  marriage.  Information 
concerning  Heinrich  is  limited  to  John’s  (B-43)  and  Williams  (B-45) 
reports  that  an  uncle,  a  half-brother  of  their  father,  lived  and  farmed  in 
Tennessee.  William  recalls  a  visit  with  his  uncle.  Shortly  after  1877, 
when  he  and  John  took  over  their  father’s  business,  he  went  to  Erin, 
Tenn.  and  bought  several  car  loads  of  sheep  from  this  uncle  and  othe>. 
farmers  thereabouts.  Regarding  this  trip,  William  says  that  Uncle  Henry 
gave  him  a  bit  of  advice  that  he  never  forgot;  namely,  when  buying 
sheep,  buy  them  delivered.  What  was  the  occasion  for  this  advice,  Wil¬ 
liam  does  not  say.  Perhaps  William  bought  otherwise  and  his  unc  e 
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found  his  nephew  pursuing  sheep  over  hill  and  dale  trying  to  drive  them 
into  the  railroad  pens. 

Heinrich  was  a  prosperous  farmer,  respected  and  widely  known  in 
his  community.  He  served  in  his  State  Legislature  as  senator  from  his 
district.  He  was  married,  but  the  name  of  his  wife,  and  the  number 
and  names  of  his  children  are  unavailable.

Gottlieb,  the  oldest  son,  was  the  closest  of  all  his  brothers  and  sisters 
to  his  father.

After  completing  his  formal 
education  he  entered  into  his  father’s  business.  Starting  in  at  the  bottom, 
he  gradually  worked  up,  as  he  grew  older  and  more  experienced,  to  the 
top.  More  and  more  responsibility  was  placed  upon  him,  and  he  extended 
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and  diversified  his  and  his  father’s  affairs.  He  was  at  one  time  the 
owner  and  manager  of  the  largest  and  finest  hotel  in  Pittsburgh  the  or¬ 
ganizer  and  president  of  the  Pittsburgh  Provision  Company,  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Anchor  Savings  Bank,  the  president  and  chairman  of  the  board 
of  the  Fort  Pitt  Bridge  Company,  a  large  property  owner,  and  widely 
interested  in  oil  and  steel.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  of  the  Allegheny  Turner  Verein,  and  of  the  Allegheny  Lodge  of 
Elks,  No.  339.

Emma  spelled  her  surname,  at  one  time,  "Dellenbaugh,”  as  is  evi¬ 
denced  by  her  signatures  in  some  old  copy  and  school  books  which  her 
family  still  possess.  For  a  time,  all  of  her  brothers  and  sisters,  according 
to  her,  used  that  form.  Why  it  was  changed  back  to  "Dellenbach’’  and 

when  is  not  known.

Information  concerning  the  immigration  of  another  group  of  Dallen¬ 
bachs  has  recently  been  received.  It  is  very  fragmentary,  however,  as 
neither  the  date  of  the  coming  nor  the  place  of  settling  is  available.  It 
is  known,  however,  that  the  founder  of  this  line,  Christian  (C-l),  came 
from  Otterbach,  Thun,  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  and  that  some  of  his 
descendants  are  now  living  in  Portland,  Oregon.  Beyond  this,  little  is 
available  except  a  list  of  names.  It  may  be  that  this  family  entered  this 
country  before  Christian  (A-l)  and  Jacob  (B-l),  but  for  want  of  posi¬ 
tive  information  the  Otterbach  Dallenbachs  are  placed  after  them. 

The  family  is  indebted  to  May  Elizabeth  Dallenbach  (C-57)  for  the 
facts  presented  here. 

€-1  CHRISTIAN  DALLENBACH,  the  founder  of  this  line  was 
born  in  Otterbach,  Thun,  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  about  1760.  The 
date  is  estimated  from  the  date  of  the  birth  of  his  fifth  child,  John 
(C-6),  who  was  born  in  1796.  Christian  was  married  twice.  His  first 
wife  was  MARIE  SCHEIDEGGER,  by  whom  he  had  three  children.

It  also  should  be  remarked  that 
Jacob’s  first  child,  Christian  (B-2),  was  born  also  in  Otterbach,  Canton

Various  changes  in  the  spelling  of  the  surname  have  been  made  also 
by  members  of  this  line.  All  have  dropped  the  umlaut  from  the  first 
vowel,  and  some  spell  their  name  "Dellenbeck”  and  others  "Dallen- 
baugh.”

It  is  probable  that  John  was  the  immigrant  and  the  founder  of  this 
line  in  America,  and  that  he,  his  wife,  and  six  oldest  children  came  to 
this  country  sometime  in  1826  or  1827.  May  Elizabeth  (C-57)  reports 
that  she  has  in  her  possession,  papers  from  the  Swiss  government,  written 
in  French,  German,  and  Latin,  which  are  dated  1826  and  which  are  made 
out  to  "John  Dallenbach,  wife,  and  six  children.”  John  obtained  this 
shortly  before  leaving  Otterbach.  The  document,  addressed  to  "Whom  it 
may  concern,”  states  that  he  is  "a  kind  and  honest  man,  good  to  his  fam¬ 
ily,  a  good  citizen,  well  behaved,  and  a  spiritual  man  of  great  faith.”  It 
gives  the  names  and  dates  of  birth  of  John,  his  wife,  and  their  six 
children,  and  states  that  they  and  their  descendants  shall  have  the  rights 
of  Swiss  citizenship,  in  case  of  their  return  to  Switzerland,  upon  their 
establishment  of  the  relationship.

The  Bern  Family 

The  next  and  most  recent  immigration  of  Dallenbachs  into  America — 
of  which  there  are  any  available  records — occurred  sometime  around 
1880,  when  Bernhardt  Dallenbach,  his  wife  and  children  left  Bern, 
Switzerland.  They  settled  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

Knowledge  of  this  branch  of  the  family  is  very  incomplete.  We  are 
indebted,  for  the  information  given  here  to  Mary  (E-2)  and  Herschell 
(E-15) . 

Slight  changes  have  also  been  made  in  the  spelling  of  the  surname 
of  this  branch  of  the  family.  Bernhardt  (E-l)  spelled  it  "Dallenbach” 
as  did  Martin  (1),  Christian  (A-l),  and  (C-l)  and  Jacob  (B-l).  Some 
of  his  children,  after  coming  to  this  country,  dropped  the  umlaut  from  the 
first  vowel,  while  others  substituted  a  dipthong — as  is  proper  when  the 
umlaut  is  not  used — and  spelled  it  "Daellenbach.”

The  Iowa  Family 

A  family  of  Dallenbachs  lives  in  Iowa  and  southern  Minnesota.  In¬ 
formation  concerning  its  origin,  however,  is  not  available.  The  family 
may  descend  from  a  distinct  and  separate  immigration,  or  it  may  be  a 
branch  of  one  of  the  lines  leading  from  Martin  (1),  Christian  (A-l)  or 
(C-l)  or  Jacob  (B-l).  The  spelling  of  the  surname  by  the  Iowa  Dallen¬ 
bachs  is  the  same  as  that  used  by  some  of  Jacob’s  children,  and  there  is 
a  possibility,  since  one  of  the  male  lines  from  Jacob  is  lost,  i.e.  Hein¬ 
rich’s  (B-6) ,  that  the  Iowa  branch  may  have  descended  from  him.  The 
other  possibilities,  because  of  early  changes  in  the  spelling  of  the  sur¬ 
name,  are  more  remote.
